The first of the five volumes. of The 
Times Atlas of the World to be published 
was volume m, Northern Europe. It ap- 
peared in 1955 and was reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1956, Vol- 
ume Iv, Southern Europe and Africa, yol- 
ume v, The Americas, volume 1, World, 
Australasia and East Asia, and volume u, 
South-west Asia, Russia, were published 
in 1956, 1957, 1958, and 1959, respectively. 

In 1899 the first atlas produced by The 
Times made its appearance. The Times 
Survey Atlas of the World, a loose-leaf 
atlas with an index-gazetteer in a sepa- 
rate volume, was prepared at the Edin- 
burgh Geographical Institute under the 
direction of J. G. Bartholomew and pw- 
lished in 1920-1922. A one-volume bound 
edition containing both atlas and index 
was sold by Macmillan of New York. 

The stated purpose of the third or mid- 
century edition of The Times Atlas of the 
World, produced in collaboration with the 
Edinburgh Geographical Institute headed 
by John Bartholomew, is “to serve as an 
international atlas for general, official and 
library use.” 

Textual material in the atlas is limited. 
An introduction to the entire atlas ap- 
pears in the four-page Preface of volume 
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mi. Here are included a direct statement 
of purpose and an explanation of the se- 
quence of volumes, treatment of place 
names, methods of showing altitude, and 
standards of measurement. Prefaces of 
the other volumes are devoted primarily 
to whatever additional information is 
needed to enable the reader to make the 
most intelligent use of the maps in the 
particular volume. The Preface of volume 
1 contains a very brief account of the his- 
tory of map making. This volume also has 
a three-page illustrated article by Major- 
General R. Ll. Brown, formerly Director 
General of the Ordnance Survey, entitled 
Progress of World Mapping. 

Following this article is an alphabetical 
list of States, Territories, and Principal Is- 
lands of the World, which serves as a 

-finding list for the set. Information given 
for each unit includes political status and 
affiliation, location, area, population, and 
a reference to volume and plate number. 

The five-volume set consists of 120 
double-page plates numbered consecu- 
tively throughout the set and two frontis- 
piece maps, the one in volume 1 show- 
ing the current (1957) geographical dis- 
position of world power blocs and the 
other in volume v showing the Americas. 
The Contents pages of each volume indi- 
cate the title and scale for each map plate 
and for each inset map. An impressive 
list of Acknowledgments follows the Con- 
tents pages. These lists, ranging from 30 
entries in volume im to 84 in volume m, 
include the names of individuals, the ma- 
jority of whom are identified by title or 
position; official geological and mapping 
agencies around the world; other govern- 
mental agencies such as census bureaus 
and embassies; geodetic, geographical, and 
geological societies and institutions; pub- 
lishers; and tourist associations. They at- 
test to the accuracy of the publisher’s 


claim that geographical authorities all 
over the world were consulted in order to 
assure the greatest reliability possible. 

Each plate measures 24 inches by 19% 
inches. Each volume contains 24 plates, 
and despite being oversized, is light 
enough to be handled easily. The method 
of numbering the volumes “starts with the 
international date line . . . and moves 
westward .... In all other respects the 
plates have been grouped for convenience 
of reference: thus the Soviet Union will 
be found within one volume, and the 
plates that cover each country will be 
found together, conveniently adjacent; 
this arrangement being generally North to 
South and East to West.” g 

The first seven plates of the atlas are f 
world maps, each one dealing with a par- 
ticular aspect of geographical and related 
knowledge: physiography, oceanography, 
climatology, vegetation, mankind, and 
world surface and air routes. 

“Preferential treatment of any country 
by scale or allotment of space is avoided 
except where greater density of popula-, 
tion, degree of development or geographi- 
cal interest justifies it, Many island groups 
will be found in the last-named class.” 
This claim of impartial or nonpreferential 
treatment is borne out by an examination 
of the completed atlas with respect to 
scales used for and number of maps de- 
voted to comparable geographical areas. 

A useful feature of the atlas is the pro- 
vision of inset maps on a larger scale, 
giving detail for cities and important re- 
gions. There are insets for 10 of the 15 
largest United States cities and for the 
San Francisco Bay area; for 6 of the 10 
largest Canadian cities; for 4 Indian cities 
and the Damodar Valley; for 2 Russian 
cities; and for the Fergana Basin and the 
Industrial Urals. Of the 15 largest cities 
of the world, 11 receive special treatment

by the use of inset maps, and one, Lon- 
don, by the use of a separate plate. In 
all, there are insets or special maps for 
over 50 cities or city areas. 

The attention given to islands and is- 
land groups is noteworthy. Besides plates 
devoted to New Guinea and the Solomon 
Islands, the Celebes and Philippines, the 
Peloponnesus, Crete and Cyprus, and the 
West Indian Antilles, there are inset maps 
for over one hundred islands or island 
groups. 

The maps of the oceans record new in- 
formation made possible by oceanograph- 
ic research. For example, the map titled 
Indian Ocean (and) Ceylon in the mid- 
century edition is in great contrast to the 
one titled Indian Ocean in the earlier 
Times Survey Atlas of the World. In the 
earlier edition the Mercator projection 
used does not show the relationship of the 
Indian Ocean to Antarctica as does the 
Oblique Azimuthal Fqual-area projection 


used in the mid-century edition. In the: 


earlier edition ocean depth is shown, but 





the bed of the ocean is not mapped to 
show basins and plateaus as it is in the 
later edition. 

Another important feature of the mid- 
century edition is the attention given to 
the Soviet Union. The earlier Times 
Survey Atlas of the World devoted only 
two maps to Russia. Ten plates in the 
mid-century edition portray the great 
economic, industrial, agricultural, admin- 
istrative, and political changes of the past 
forty years. Since World War u the whole 
territory of the U.S.S.R. has been mapped 
from the air. Through the products of this 
survey, given to the world in the splendid 
Atlas Mira (Moskva: 1954) and subse- 
quent publications, it has been possible to 
provide accurate and up-to-date informa- 
tion. 

The boundaries shown in the atlas rep- 
resent the de facto or actual state of ad- 
ministration at the time of going to press. 
Provisional and disputed boundaries, 
cease-fire, and armistice lines are indi- 
cated. 
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On the back of each map plate are 
found the plate number, the title of the 
map, the projection, standard parallel, 
scale, and an outline map. In addition on 
the back of each map plate for the U.S.S.R. 
are found a glossary of Russian geo- 
graphical terms and abbreviations of the 
principal Soviet administrative areas. The 
back of Plate 33, Southern Arabia, carries 
a glossary of Arabic geographical terms. 

' The outline map serves several pur- 
poses. It is used most often to show the 
area mapped and to serve as a key to 
adjoining areas by indicating the specific 
plate and volume numbers assigned to 
various countries and regional units. It 
may, in some cases, simply depict the area 
mapped; in some it is used only as a key 
to principal areas. In still others it serves 
as a key to insets. 

More than 20 different projections are 
employed in the atlas. New and up-to- 
date projections are a special feature. 
They depict “trans-polar flight, the con- 
formal grouping of continental masses, 
the continuity of oceanflow and the jux- 
taposition of world powers. Each of these 
projections is designed for its particular 
purpose and displays the required feature 
in the best possible way.” For the seven 
introductory world plates eight different 
projections are used. For Plate 6, World 
Surface Routes, the Mercator projection, 
first published at Duisburg in 1569, is used, 
while with Plate 2, World Oceanography, 
Bartholomew’s ‘Lotus’ projection makes 
its first appearance. 

Scale, which is given fractionally on 
the back of each plate, is indicated both 
fractionally and graphically at the foot 
of each plate. It ranges from 1: 250,000,000 
used for four of the maps of Plate 2, World 

_ Oceanography, to 1:21,000 used for the in- 
set map of Rome. The scale used for 

regions of large countries in general 

ranges from 1:1,000,000 to 1:5,000,000. A 

bar scale showing distance in statute miles, 

as well as in kilometers, also appears at 
the foot of each plate. 

Altitude is shown “by the use of ‘layer’ 
or colour tints denoting the height of all 
ground between certain limits or ‘con- 


tours’ of altitude.” A color chart indicates 
in feet and meters the exact meaning of 
the various tints. “The metre is generally 
adopted as the standard of measurement 
throughout the Atlas, but in countries 
using the English foot .. . contour lines 
and spot heights are drawn in terms of 
the latter... .”’ The pleasing and har- 
monious background of each map, with 
place names and other features easily dis- 
cernible, attests to the care with which 
the color tints were selected and printed. 
For some areas, mountains in particular, 
spot heights are given. On ocean charts 
depth is shown by color tints and numer- 
ous spot depths are also indicated. P 


The symbols used to indicate types of , 


communication and physical features are, 
shown at the foot of each plate. The kinds 
of communication indicated are special 
roads, e.g., the Autobahnen of Germany 
and the freeways and expressways of the 
United States, other main roads, arterial 
roads, tracks, railways, and canals. Also 
shown are oil pipe lines, international 
airports, and main civil airports. Included 
in the wide variety of physical features 
shown are deserts and salt flats, sand 
dune areas, salt lakes, salt pans, blown 
sand, mud flats, swamps, marsh and 
flooded areas, lagoons, reefs and banks, 
volcanoes, lava fields, glaciers, and ice 
caps. 

A clean-cut distinction is made between 
international boundary lines and those in- 
dicating the confines of states, provinces, 
oblasts, and prefectures. Disputed inter- 
national boundary lines are clearly shown. 

The spelling of place names follows the 
recommendations of the Permanent Com- 
mittee on Geographical Names in London 
and the United States Board on Geo- 
graphic Names. This means, in general, 
that the form of spelling is that used by 
the inhabitants of a country. In certain 
instances, however, where English prae- 
tice has familiarized an alternative form, 
it may be given in parentheses. In such 
cases both forms appear in the index, 
with a cross reference from the alterna- 
tive forms. “Descriptive names of physi- 
cal features, such as mountain, river, lake, 
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x, 
“ 


are usually given in the local form, but 
where the features transcend national 
frontiers or otherwise become internation- 
al, as do many seas, the English form is 
used. The titling.of plates and insets is 
invariably in English as are also the 
names of countries.” 

According to a statement in the Preface 
of volume Im, the population of a town 
or city, wherever practicable, is indicated 
on a map by using various type sizes, 
following a definite scheme, according to 
scale. No population figures are given ex- 
cept for the ones in the section of volume 
t entitled States, Territories, and Principal 
Islands. There is no explanation of how 
place names were selected for inclusion 
in the atlas, but a check of the Index- 
Gazetteer of volume v for 45 United States 
cities selected at random, all of them with 
a population between 1,000 and 2,000 and 
located in 45 different states, reveals that 
Al of the 45 are included. 

There is an Index-Gazetteer at the end 
of each volume credited to William Clowes 
& Sons, Ltd., Beecles, England, but there 
is no index-gazetteer for the entire atlas. 
While this is a drawback, it is quite con- 
venient to have at hand in one manage- 
able volume both maps of a given area of 
the world and an index to them. This 
arrangement likewise makes of each vol- 
ume a complete atlas for a particular re- 
gion. On the first page of each Index- 
Gazetteer appear clear directions for us- 
ing it and a list of the abbreviations em- 
ployed. A single list of place names, ar- 
ranged alphabetically letter-by-letter, fol- 
lows. For every entry is given location, 
ie., name of country, state, province, is- 
land group, or ocean, latitude and longi- 
tude, reference to map plate number and 
key letter and numeral. For areas such as 
lakes, bays, canals, and island groups 
latitude and longitude are not given in 
the index reference, but map reference is 
indicated. Key letters and numerals and 
degrees and minutes of latitude and longi- 
tude are clearly shown on the margin of 
each map.. i

The volumes are attractive in format 
and pleasing in design. Most of the maps 
are printed in eight colors by photo-offset 
lithography; every one has at least five 
colors. “The folding center of each map is 
mounted on a linen binding hinge, which 
apart from its strength, allows for a flat 
opening.” The volumes published in Eng- 
land are uniformly bound in blue cloth 
with gold lettering on front and spine; 
those published by Houghton Mifflin in 
this country are uniformly bound in red 
cloth and lettered in gold on front and 
spine. Both paper and binding should 
stand up very well under heavy and pro- 
longed use.

A Guide to Archives and Manuscripts 
in the United States attempts to provide 
in convenient form for ready reference a 
guide to manuscripts and archival mate- 
rial in historical societies, libraries, archi- 
val agencies, and other organizations in 
the United States. It was compiled by 
the staff of the National Historical Pub- 
lications Commission, which was estab- 
lished by Congress “to cooperate with and 
encourage other agencies, both govern- 
mental and nongovernmental, in collect- 
ing, preserving, and publishing papers 
important for an understanding and ap- 
preciation of the history of the United 
States.”

scribes these printed sources. Coverage 
may be considered reasonably complete 
to the beginning of 1960. 

The organization of the Guide to Ar- 
chives is by entry for individual deposito- 
ries. Entries are arranged alphabetically 
by name of depository under the states, 
cities, and towns in which depositories 
are located. An Index of 132 pages follows 
the description of the depository holdings. 

Information given for each depository 
includes name and address, name and 
title of the person to whom communica- 
tion should be addressed, a general state- 
ment of field of interest, and some indica- 
tion of the size of the boldings. This in- 
formation is followed by a listing of 


groups of papers considered to be of spe- 
cial interest. Papers of important indi- 
viduals are named, and indication is made 
of special subjects covered by the papers 
in individual depositories. References to 
printed sources containing information 
about the holdings of the depository are 
also given. 

The listings of papers of individuals and 
of those pertaining to specific subjects 
comprise the most important part of the 
guide. “The papers of individuals are 
named, as a general rule, when the person 
concerned has been of sufficient impor- 
tance to have had a bibliographical sketch 
included in the Dictionary of American 
Biography, or, for recent years, in Who’s 
Who in America, or in comparable sources 
of biographical information, and when the 
quantity of papers amounts to some fifty 
items.”—Introduction. The description of 
papers of individuals usually contains the 
following information: the name of the 
individual, country or state(s) where he 
was active, his occupation or main 
achievements, and inclusive dates covered 
by the papers in the possession of the de- 
pository, plus the number of pieces, boxes, 
or files in the collection. 

This guide, heralded as becoming the 
reference tool of prime importance in the 
field, has been awaited for several years 
by historians, archivists, and librarians. 

The wealth of material and variety of 
subjects covering all phases of American 
life and history can only be realized after 
careful examination and use of the guide. 
Manuscript holdings on non-American 
subjects are also reflected, e.g., Charles 
Lamb, George Eliot, cuneiform tablets, 
Court of Star Chamber (England), Battle 
of Corinth, copra plantations (in the Solo- 
mon Islands), and Ming Dynasty.

An 
honest, unglamorized view is presented of the 
parched, arid land where sugar cane is grown 
arid sheep are raised, of the sparse population 
living in isolation, the grueling struggle to 
survive and produce in the face of drought 
and flood, and the self-sufficiency, ingenuity, 
and hospitality of the people. Briefly psed 
are bustling cities reminiscent of the old 
American West and the bush country wild- 
life—koala, platypus, kangaroo, gaudy birds, 
and snakes—many of them indigenous to no 
other continent.

What was perhaps England’s greatest age of 
prestige and power is portrayed through 
paintings, maps, books, art treasures, surviv- 
ing architecture, and views of the British 
countryside which has changed little since 
the days of Elizabeth 1. An excellent musical 
score by the late Ralph Vaughan Williams 
complements the poetic narration which con- 
veys much of the spirit of the time. An allu- 
sive rather than factual script recalls some 
of the elements which influenced the Eliza- 
bethans: the Reformation and growth of the 
new Church of England, the establishment of 
Caxton’s printing press and the outpouring 
_of the first books which offered widening 
knowledge and a new adventurousness, the 
renascence of navigation, literature, and the 
arts. In the center of England’s surge to 
greater glory was the Queen, whose biogra- 
phy is briefly told through her castles and 
portraits and those of her ancestors and the 
famous personalities of her court. As influ- 
ential as Elizabeth was Shakespeare, whose 
life story is sketched against the background 
of his homes and their furnishings. It is the 
bard and his literary colleagues whose mem- 
ories remain to typify an age whose vitality 
opened the door to a new world of material 
increase and broader understanding. The im- 
mense wealth and variety of information cov- 
ered tend to mar the film’s unity, making for 
disjointed continuity. It is rather like a rich 
pageant that gives an impressionistic view of 
a vigorous period of English history. 


The juggler of Our Lady. Twentieth Cen-

The legend of the juggler of Our Lady has 
appeared as a film, as a television program, 
and now as a color cartoon that uses the 
modern drawing technique of a minimum of 
natural figures and backgrounds and a maxi- 
mum of artistic license. The film was origi- 
nally made for theatrical presentation in 
CinemaScope and can be shown either with 
or without an anamorphic lens. Conventional 


showing tends to emphasize the rather angu- 
lar art work, which is rounded out when 
shown anamorphically, but it will not inter~ 
fere with the enjoyment of the film. The sim- 
ple story is the familiar one of the juggler 
who joins a monastery and when it is time 
to present gifts to the Virgin Mary has only 
his juggling to offer. Although this presenta- 
tion seems frivolous at times, there is enough 
adherence to and reverence for the basic 
story to make the film interesting for both 
children and adults, especially Roman Catho- 
lic groups.

High lights of the life and career of the writer 
whom the script calls “the pride and glory of 
the Russian nation” are portrayed through 
photographs, engravings, rare newsreels, and 
paintings as well as live photography of the 
places where he lived. There is a tendency 
to sentimentalize and idolize some aspects, 
such as his death and funeral, and to protract 
views of the landscapes around his homes as 
well as scenes (enacted in Russian) from 
dramatized versions of his works. The under- 
standable attempt to exaggerate Tolstoi’s phi- 
losophy of social justice to fit the Soviet 
anticapitalist, antiorganized religion view~ 
point is neither blatant nor offensive, nor does 
it mar the illuminating biographical thread 
of the story. The camera effectively imparts 
movement to the stills and vividly re-creates 
Tolstoi’s spirit in the live shots of the ele- 
gant interiors of his home at Yasnaya Poly- 
ana and in Moscow. Early newsreels in which 
he opea give aaaea potenia, The 
result is a compendium of interestingly pre- 
sented factual material on Tolstoi and a cli- 
mactic period of Russian history.

Speeded-~up camera shots of traff 
congestion, road building, and car washing, 
views of junked cars converted to scrap met- 
al, of sports car races, of daredevil driving 
contests, and of used car lot operations all 
point up the automobile’s omnipresence in 
modern life and the problems created by its 
universal use for transportation. Fast-mov- 
ing action shots are interspersed with provoc- 
ative interviews with designer Raymond 
Loewy, cartoonist Robert Osborne, New York 
Commissioner Robert Moses, and city plan- 
ner Albert Mayer. Statements from these 
authorities underline the film’s theme that 
man should control the use of the automobile 
by wise and farsighted urban planning for 
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its greatest effectiveness. No specific solutions 
are offered, but the problems are clearly de- 
fined so that some answers are implied. Al- 
though somewhat loosely organiz the ma- 
terial is nevertheless forcefully enough pre- 
sented to stimulate thought and discussion 
on city planning, road building, the design 
and economy of automobiles, and, by impli- 
cation, on their influence on the current way 
of life.

become antiquated and distorted, thereby 
weakening the roots of American democracy. 
Part I points to instances across the country 
of electoral misrepresentation, from Los An- 
geles, where in a state senatorial election the 
vote of 4,000,000 city dwellers is worth no 
more than the vote of 18,000 nearby rural 
citizens, to Vermont, where in one instance 
a rural community of 24 people has the same 
representation as the city of Burlington with 
a population of 35,000. Part 1 also reviews the 
history and present practices of gerrymander- 
ing by legislatures whereby the party in 
power carves up electoral districts to favor 
itself. Part m explores the power and organ- 
ization of the Electoral College which, be- 
cause it is based on congressional districts 
rather than direct popular vote, can in a 
close election be in a position to vote for a 
minority candidate. Appearing in the film, in 
addition to several “man~in-the- street” inter- 
views, are political leaders including Senator 
.Clark of Pennsylvania, former vernors 
Loveless of Iowa and Collins of Florida, and 
former President Truman. Each half of the 
film is a balanced and complete presentation 
so, that it can be used separately. Recom- 
mended for discussion as well as purely in- 
formational programs. 


Power among men. First sequence by 
Julien Bryan.

By implication rather than exhortation this 
suggests that the future of civilization rests 
on collective international action. The film is 
in four movements, all tied to the repeated 
warning: “Men build. Men destroy. Surviv- 
ing men build again. Sometimes there is no 
survival.” A war-ravaged Italian village in 
1946 is given hope for rebuilding with the aid 
of United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 


Administration; 11 years later the same vil- 
lage has been rebuilt, but a young man who 
grew up there is being drafted into the army. 
A decadent society leaves a mountain com- 
munity in Haiti isolated with insoluble prob- 
lems of overpopulation and insufficient food 
supply. U.N. technical assistance is able to 
overcome resistance to change and to im- 
prove the economic situation in this small 
community, but how many thousands of such 
places go unaided? In western Canada mod- 
ern engineering is able to construct a new in- 
dustry and a new city out of the wilderness, 
but more than engineering is needed to enable 
the many nationalities there to live together 
peaceably. Sweden and Denmark have co- 
operated to build an atomic reactor where 
scientists come from many nations to study. 
This represents the ultimate reality in our 
time: man has in his hands the abili 
destroy himself and his world more complete- 
ly than ever before, or to continue to build 
more mightily than he can yet dream. This 
documentary is most powerful in the feature- 
length version, and can be recommended for 
adult community programs. The abridged 44- 
minute “discussion version” has been care- 
fully edited, and may be adequate wherever 
time is at a premium. 


Praise the sea. Herman van der Horst. 
Distributor: GO Pictures, 37 W. 57th St., 
N.Y. 19. n.d. 21min. $165. 


A succession of fleeting views of many as- 
pects of the Netherlands conveys an impres- 
sion of the spirit of the country, its history, 
and the pervasive influence of the sea. Zooms 
and quick cuts in ingenious montage, and a 
well-matched sound track of natural sounds, 
carillon music, and church bells supplant 
narration. Windmills and agriculture, fishing 
and shipbuilding, sculpture and architecture 
are shown in unusual juxtaposition. The 
people are graphically illustrated—farmers 
and milkmaids, shipbuilders and fishermen, 
and crowds in the cities, on foot, on bicycles 
and streetcars. Ornate Gothic churches and 
old buildings contrast with modern office 
buildings and apartment houses. Building 
sculpture symbolic of the sea—anchors, sea 
gods, sailing ships—give a sense of historical 
continuity. Herman van der Horst, winner of 
the Cannes Grand Prix for two other films, 
wrote, directed, filmed, and edited this excel- 
lent study on commission of the Netherlands 
Ministry of Education, Arts and Sciences.

D ‘Sate, Erdelyi’s production Hungary 
aflame, contains many memorable scenes: 
Hungarians, including Imre Nagy, dutifully 
mourn the death of Stalin in 1953; October 
23, 1956, students demonstrate in support of 


the Polish movement for independence; Hun- 
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garian freedom fighters battle the security 
police at night in the streets; Cardinal Mind- 
szenty is released from prison; portraits of 
happy, though apprehensive, people experi- 
encing freedom; November 4, the Soviet tanks 
attack Budapest and crush the revolt as Hun- 
garian patriots radio for U.N. aid. Made from 
motion pictures taken by a member of the 
Hungarian underground and smuggled out of 
the country, this documents events lead- 
ing to the rebellion of 1956 and emphasizes 
Russian ruthlessness in crushing the revolt.

Many Broadway actors donated their services 
to this unusual combination of theater and 
human relations, presented originally on net- 
work television. As host Franchot Tone re- 
views the history of the theater and the trends 
in social drama excerpts from the following 
well-known American dramas and musicals 
are shown as illustrations: Octaroon (1859), 
Waiting for Lefty (1935), Abe Lincoln in NH- 
nois (1938), The male animal (1940), Call me 
Mister (1945), Home of the brave (1945) 

South Pacific (1947), The crucible (1953), an 

A raisin in the sun (1959). These excerpts 
illustrate a wide Tange of social themes, in- 
cluding politics, employment discrimination, 
human rights, tolerance, justice, race rela- 
tions, bigotry, anti-Semi communism, 
socialism, prejudice, and freedom of speech. 
Despite the inadequacies of live television 
(some of the sound was either too loud or 
not loud enough) the over-all effect of the 
film is one of sincerity and integrity. It would 
enhance any libräry film collection, especially 
since it can be used both as a human relations 
film and a drama film for acting and theater 
groups. It could be effective as a discussion 
film with senior high students or adults. 


Suburban living: six solutions. National 
Film Board of Canada. Distributor: In- 
ternational Film Bureau, 332 S. Michigan 
Ave., Chic. 4. 1960. 58min. $250. 


A comparison and discussion of five experi- 
mental communities in Europe and one in 
Canada which were planned to meet the 
needs of the whole man—body, mind, and 
spirit—and which are in use today. Describes 
Le Corbusier’s one-building “vertical neigh- 
borhood” in Marseilles and satellite towns 
and suburbs in parklike settings outside Lon- 
don, Rotterdam, Stockholm, and Toronto. A 
panel of experts comments briefly on the out- 
standing features of each project and its po- 
tential application to North American com- 
munities. This film makes no attempt to dis- 
cuss many sociological factors such as rapid- 
ly changing populations and interracial prob- 
lems but it is an exciting picture of what has 
actually been done to provide pleasant sur- 
roundings, opportunities for gardening and 
other recreation, safe places for children to 
play, separation of automobile and pedestrian 


traffic, ‘and the provision of convenient shop- 
ping facilities, schools, and other community 
needs in modern, nonluxury residential hous- 
ing.

Ex- 
cellent photography and musical effects con~ 
vey the feelings of loneliness, rejection, and: 
humiliation experienced by the child who is 
eed by his father and who takes second 
place for his mother’s attention. The narra- 
tion is in Dutch, but there are English sub- 
titles and many of the sequences are purely 
visual and require no narration. Recom- 
mended for general adult audiences interested 
in the psychological causes of delinquency 
and in unusual examples of film production 
as well as for parent and mental health 
groups. 


U.S. space pioneer (The astronaut in Free- 
dom 7).

This short but valuable historical document 
covers the launching into space of the first 
American rocket to contain a human being.

Part n opens with the 
Cleveland administration in 1885 and con- 
cludes with the inauguration of Kennedy in 
1961. The physical history spans the period 
from John Adams’ occupancy of an incom~ 
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tions, and varying tastes in decor and - 
ings. In addition to the familiar public areas, 
the film shows the family and utility rooms, 
the cabinet room, and President’s office as 
they undergo changes dictated by modern 
mechanization. The camera effectively gives 
motion and spirit to photographs, drawings, 
cartoons, and newsreels. Appropriately chosen 
stills combine with a concisely written script 
to afford not only a history of the White 
House but a picture of the Presidents and 
their families as human beings and as repre- 
sentatives of the people. Though neither a 
profound probe nor a detailed history, the 
film does re-create in lively fashion a na- 
tion’s history in terms of its leaders and the 
changing temper of their times. It could 
bring to life the factual textbooks by giving 
students a sense of personal experience. Adults 
will nostalgically recall the more recent epi- 
sodes, while the earlier periods will become 
less remote and abstract,

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The Opera Companion: A Guide for the 
Casual Operagoer, by George Martin. 
Drawings by Everett Raymond Kinstler. 
New York, Dodd, Mead & Co., 1961. xv, 
751p, illus. 25cm. cloth $12.50; to 
schools and libraries, 20 per cent dis- 
count. 

The title accurately describes the na- 
ture of this work. An opera lover himself 
and a director of the Metropolitan Opera 
Guild, the author aims to win friends for 
opera, answer questions about it, and fur~ 
nish a background for operagoing some- 
what similar to that which many people 
have for the theater. The Opera Compan- 
ion cannot be compared in scope or treat- 
ment to such works as Encyclopedia of 
the Opera by David Ewen (New York: 
A. A. Wyn, Inc., 1955) reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1956 or the 
more comprehensive books of opera plots. 

The book is organized into four parts, 
plus a bibliography, two appendixes, and 
an index. 

In the first part, The Casual Operagoer’s 
Guide, which comprises one fifth of the 
book, one is introduced to such topics as 


` the overture, instruments and sounds of 


the orchestra, the aria and voice (includ- 


‘ing a chapter on the castrati), the claque, 


and the ballet. The section concludes with 
a survey of opera as a form of public en- 
tertainment. This survey begins with the 
first performance of Peri’s Dafne in Flor- 
ence in 1597 and ends with speculation 
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on the future of this form of entertain- 
ment. Instructive examples which help 
clarify the text are frequent. For instance, 
in the chapter Sounds of the Orchestra, the 
description of the sound and shape of each 
instrument is followed by a list of com- 
positions which feature individual instru- 
ments. Finally, Carmen is analyzed in 
terms of its instrumentation. 

The second part of the book is a 37-page 
glossary of some 250 names and musical 
terms. The brief space accorded this sec- 
tion is evidence of the casual nature of the 
glossary. As such its significance is for 
browsing rather than reference. However, 
there is some interesting, although not 
always essential, information difficult to 
locate elsewhere; as, for example, the 
seven lines devoted to Giovanna Baccelli, 
a ballerina of eighteenth-century London 
and Paris and Ernest Newman’s use of 
the word “amphora” to describe certain 
tenors. 

In Part m1, synopses of 47 of the most 
frequently performed operas are given at 
length. These cover an average of ten 
pages and form a substantial part of the 
book, making up three fifths of the text. 
They are arranged chronologically by 
birthdate of composer and under composer 
by date of first production of the work. 
The composer’s own uncut version is fol- 
lowed in each case with the usual cuts 
indicated. A valuable feature in this sec- 
tion is the indication of the average time 
required for the performance of scenes. 
Also, distinctive portions of the opera are 
labeled in boldface and interspersed with- 
in the text of the stories making it easy to 
spot significant parts such as aria, chorus, 
or trio. In many cases the time required 
for these portions is given. Pronunciation 
is given for names of principal characters, 
except when obvious. When operas are 
sung in a foreign language, the synopsis 
of most acts is followed by a vocabulary 


with pronunciation and meaning of nota- 
ble words in the language most commonly 
used for that work. Since the author does 
not expect the casual operagoer to be able 
to read music at sight, he has indicated 
certain key words and phrases recogn‘za- 
ble when sung, rather than the music, as 
an aid in following the performance. 

Psychological overtones and philosophi- 
cal aspects, as well as historical notes add 
value to the stories. The synopsis of 
Parsifal, for example, is preceded by a 
section of over 600 words exploring the 
history and symbolism of the story and 
explaining the controversy that rages for 
and against the opera among opera lovers. 

Briefer treatment is accorded 26 modern 
operas in paragraphs averaging eight to 
ten lines. They are listed alphabetically 
by title, and the information is limited to 
composers, librettists, and a short résumé 
of the story. 

Part Iv contains statistics of the reper- 
tory in some of the world’s opera houses, 
“which are not published elsewhere.” The 
book concludes with a bibliography, two 
appendixes, and an index. The bibliogra- 
phy is described as “a list of books that 
one man has found fun to read” and is an 
invitation for the reader to do likewise. 
The first appendix contains two catalogs 
of operas. The first one is an alphabetical 
arrangement of first performances. from 
1597 through 1939, giving composer and 
librettist, as well as date and city. The 
second gives first performances since 1939. 
The most recent premiére noted is that of 
Midsummer Night’s Dream by Benjarnin 
Britten in his home town of Aldeburgh, 
England on June 11, 1960. The second 
appendix contains a catalog of operas by 
Mozart, Verdi, Wagner, and Puccini. An 
unusual feature of this section is a short 
outline of basic operatic Italian, chosen 
over French or German, because it is the 
most commonly used and the easiest of

This set is an alphabetically arranged 
compilation of descriptions of mythologies, 
lores, legends, and symbols and is pur- 
ported to contain 30,000 entries. It is con- 
tinuously paged in two volumes called 
parts. The text is printed two columns to 
a page, and there is a Bibliography of 
authors and titles without: imprints at the 
end of Part 2. 
` Mrs. Jobes is the author of a novel pub- 
lished in 1955 by Pageant Press and is 
editor of a small collection of local writ- 
ings from her town of Milford, Connecti- 
cut. An insert pasted on the verso of the 
title page indicates that Mrs. Jobes holds 


-the copyright on this work. Although she 


acknowledges indebtedness to several per- 
sons in the preface, their relationship to 
the set is not identified, and none of the 
works in the Bibliography is cited in the 
body of the dictionary. 

In advertising literature, the compiler, 
Gertrude Jobés, is said to have spent about 


20 years gathering and checking data, and 


the set is announced as suitable for uni- 


“versity, college, high school, and public 
“libraries. She says, however, in the Intro- 


duction, “This dictionary cannot hope to 
solve the problems of the scholars who 
spend years arguing over, the meaning of 
this or this. It can only offer what has 
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been drawn from explanations already 
provided by men dedicated to knowledge 
and enquiry with a few original interpre- 
tations added as a sort of a passkey which 
will open doors for others as it has for me.” 

Individual entries, which vary in length 
from one word to several pages, are writ- 
ten in words or phrases, very seldom in 
complete sentences. In some of the longer 
articles such as Bird, many ideas about the 
significance of birds are in one long para- 
graph of a little more than one column, fol- 
lowed by brief definitions of words and 
phrases which incorporate the word, such 
as birdcage, bird in vine. There are spe- 
cial sections such as Saints, Zodiacs, Birth- 
day flowers which extend for several 
pages. 

Classification of the articles contained in 
five consecutive samples in Part 2 shows 
the proportion to be: mythology (and reli- 
gion), 48 per cent; folklore, 11 per cent; 
symbolism, 34 per cent; other, 6 per cent; 
cross-reference entries, nearly 1 per cent, 
Descriptions of mythology and religion 
deal with classical, primitive, Christian, 
and Eastern beliefs. Items dealing with 
symbolism include flowers and other 
plants, animals, objects, heraldic symbols, 
gems, and letters of the alphabet. 

Some persons, places, and literary char- 
acters whose attributes may have made 
them symbols are included, e.g., Aristotle, 
Aristophanes, Back Bay, Athens, Pisgah, 
Danton, Horatio Alger, Crusoe, but not 
Houdini, Ingersoll, Arrowsmith, Per Hansa, 
or Mr. Chips. 

A detailed study of the D-Da entries 
was made, comparing coverage with other 
reference works containing information on 
the various subjects treated. Jobes was 
particularly compared with the two-vol- 
ume Funk and Wagnalls Standard Dic- 
tionary of Folklore, Mythology and Legend 


(New York: Funk and Wagnalls, 1949). 
Although there are numerically more en- 
tries in Jobes volume in this letter span 
than in Funk and Wagnalls, treatment is 
briefer, and further sources are not listed 
as in Funk and Wagnalls. Some omissions 
in the same section were noted: Datu, 
Dasaratha, Dahut, which were in the Funk 
and Wagnalls Standard Dictionary of 
Folklore, Mythology and Legend. Symbols 
such as abacus, quill, and Rx appeared in 
another reference work, but not in Jobes. 

The Introduction outlines the elements 
to be included in each definition. For 
deities, wherever possible, “genealogy, 
function, explanation of activities and be~ 
havior, attributes or emblems, steeds, how 
depicted in art, and parallel deities”; for 
general topics such as animals, gems, 
plants: “Universal and popular symbolism, 
dream significance, significance in Free- 
masonry, heraldic significance, occult sig- 
nificance, word explanation, cognates or 
comparisons, mythological and religious 
significance.” These elements are not usu- 
ally identified, nor are they included con- 
sistently, so that it is impossible to distin- 
guish among heraldic, Masonic, or occult 
significances, or perhaps the author’s own 
“original interpretations.” 

Many individual definitions are charac- 
terized by a terseness which can be mis- 
leading. For example: “CRIME. Dream 
significance: (seeing it) exaggerated fear; 
(committing it) victory.” or, “CREEPER, ° 
December 9 birthday flower with the sen- 
timent protection. Probably the Virginia 
creeper is intended. Creeping cereus. 
Horror.” The user is forced in such cases 
to read meanings between words or 
phrases, because details are lacking, and 
because there are no bibliographies on in- 
dividual subjects.

98 pages of B entries there are only 3 bona 
fide cross references. There are occasional 
suggestions to “compare” another entry, 
and deities are often related with others 
by such statements as “a variant of,” “re- 
sembles,” “parallels.” The phrase “identi- 
eal with” is used frequently and not very 
carefully. In the tracing of one such deity, 
Baalti, which is indicated as “Identical 
with Baalath, Beltu,” Baalath is found to 
be under Baal, and Beltu is listed under 
Beltis (Belit, Beltu). Beltis is in turn said 
to be “Identical with Ashuritu, Astarte, 
Ishtar, Nana, Ninharsag, Zer-panitum.” 
One of the last three is not included in 
Jobes at all, and another is given a variant 
spelling. The others usually repeat the 
phrase “Identical with ...” and note names 
which do not match Baalti or the other 
previously named equivalents. 

The set is a poor example of bookmak- 
ing. It is sturdily but too tightly bound in 
a heavy buckram; the appearance of bind- 
ing and lettering resembles a commercial 
rebinding. The paper is of good quality, 
and the type (reproduction of typescript) 
is clear, but makeup of the pages is unat- 
tractive because of the unevenness of the 
right edges of both columns. Jobes is not 
designed to facilitate the location of infor- 
mation. The spines of the volumes carry 
no alphabetical breakdowns. There are no 
running titles or letter spans on the text 
pages. Part 2 has no title page and, aside - 
from the lettering on the spine, there is no 
clue to the identity of the volume as Jobes; 
the text continues from Part 1 within a 
letter, (J), and follows immediately after 
the endpapers in Part 2. All entries are in 
capitals, making unfamiliar proper names 
hard to distinguish from common nouns, 
and no pronunciations are given. The set 
suffers from its lack of illustrations, espe- 
cially since the definitions lack detalis. The 
very few tiny symbols are hard to distin- 
guish. 

While Jobes contains an immense col- 
lection of bits of information and scattered 
opinions which make for interesting 
browsing, the lack of cross references and 
index impairs its usefulness for quick ref- 
erence, since many items are buried un-

The editors of this volume state that one 
of its major objectives is to describe and 
interpret the revolutionary developments 
that have taken place in the field of tex- 
tiles since the rise of the man-made fibers 
and the modern finishing processes “and 
to understand them from the perspective 
of world textile history.” 

The aim of the editors has been “to pro- 
vide in one comprehensive volume a 
much-needed source of inspiration and 
up-to-date fact” for all concerned with the 
production and marketing of fibers and 
fabrics, including teachers and students. 

The staff for the encyclopedia consists of 
the editorial board of American Fabrics 
magazine assisted by technical experts and 
writers. Listed among the ten names as 
members of the group which planned and 
directed the publication are those of Wil- 
liam C. Segal, Managing Director; Cora 
Carlyle, Fabrics Editor; and Dr. George E. 
Linton, Technical Editor. William Segal 
has been the publisher of American Fab- 
rics since its beginning in 1946. Cora 
Carlyle and Dr, Linton were members. of 
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the original board of editors and are now 
editor and member of the editorial board, 
respectively. Dr. Linton, Coordinator of 
the Textile Science Department of the 
Fashion Institute of Technology, one of the 
units of the University of the State of New 
York, has taught textiles in secondary 
schools and colleges for many years. He 
has collaborated in the writing of four 
books on textiles and is the compiler of 
The Modern Textile Dictionary (New 
York: Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 1954). The 
work is divided into seven main sections: 
The Textile Fibers, History and Origins, 
Textile Design, Textiles in the Americas, 
The Manufacturing Processes, Fabric Fin- 
ishing, and Specialty Uses of Textiles. 
Then follow the Dictionary of Textile 
Terms and the Index. 

The Textile Fibers, the largest section, 
gives the origin and history of the man- 
made and natural fibers, their chief char- 
acteristics and uses, manufacturing proc- 
esses, and directions for their care. Among 
the special features are the glossary of 
man-made fibers and the cotton glossary, 
the lexicon of wool terms and that of silk 
fabrics, microphotographs of the inner 
structure of man-made fibers, and illus- 
trations showing famous woolens and 
worsteds. 

The three divisions of History and Ori- 
gins consist of a chronology of textiles 
from prehistoric time to the twentieth cen- 
tury, “Inventors and Their Inventions,” 
and “Origins of Fabric Names.” The 
chronology includes events up to 1950 and 
refers the reader for developments in 
fibers and textiles from 1950 to 1960 to the 
specific sections dealing with these sub- 
jects. 
` Textile Design has three parts: “Master- 
pieces of Textile Design” (48 pages of 
black-and-white reproductions showing 
historic textiles), “Textiles Across The 


Centuries” (16 pages of color plates), and 
a list of museums of special interest to 
textile designers. 

“Peruvian Textiles” (those produced by 
the pre-Columbian and later civilizations 
of the Andean area) and a brief history 
of textiles in the United States constitute 
Textiles in the Americas. 

As in the first section, the treatment of 
The Manufacturing Processes is clear and 
thorough. 

“Curtains and Draperies,” “Sheets and 
Quilts,” “Rugs and Carpets,” and “Indus- 
trial Fabrics” make up Specialty Uses of 
Textiles, 

The last part, the Dictionary of Textile 
Terms, includes over 3,000 textile terms, 
among which are the generic names and 
definitions of manufactured fibers as es- 
tablished by authority of the Textile Fiber 
Products Identification Act of 1960 and 
published in Title 16 of the Code of Fed- 
eral Regulations. The user must be aware 
of the fact that not all of the terms in the 
various glossaries appear in the Diction- 
ary, that some of the terms in the latter 
are not in the former, and that the defini- 
tion of a word found in both places may 
be fuller in one place than the other. 

More than one half of this work is de- 
voted to textile fibers and the manufactur- 
ing and finishing processes, areas in which 
the greatest technical changes have taken 
place. Understanding of these subjects, 
which are treated in a popular and non- 
technical manner, is aided by the use of 
many black-and-white illustrations, dra- 
matically placed in relation to the text, 
with carefully worded captions, and by the 
clear, direct style of writing. 

Inasmuch as the scope of this work is so 
broad the publishers were able to present 
in one volume little more than a condensa- 
tion of the most vital information. The 
editors state that each major branch of the 
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field could be the subject of an encyclo- 
pedia. The book covers the subject of 
textiles in sufficient detail to enable the 
reader to understand the great changes 
which have taken place recently. While 
sources are not given and articles are un- 
signed, comparison of parts of the text 
with recently published material signed 
by authorities indicates a high standard of 
accuracy. 

The graphic quality of the text is great- 
ly enhanced by the black-and-white illus- 
trations, of which there are more than one 
thousand in all. Together with the 16 pages 
of color plates most of these add much to 
the beauty of the volume. Sources of the 
illustrations are noted in a list of photo- 
graphic credits in which acknowledgments 
are made to the institutions, corporations, 
and individuals who cooperated in fur- 
nishing the material. References to nearly 
all the illustrations, both full-page and 
smaller ones, are included in the Index 
but are not distinguished from references 
to the text. 

Location of large topics in the body of 
the volume is facilitated not only by the 
Index but also by the extensive table of 
contents, running heads, and the logical 
arrangement of the articles. Cross refer- 
ences in the main portion of the work and 
the dictionary are adequate. 

For quick and easy reference the user is 
instructed to consult the Dictionary of 
Textile Terms first, then the general Index 
* for reference to a more detailed explana- 
tion. In order to get full use of the ency- 
olopedia it is essential to consult the Index, 
for this refers to all the terms in the Dic- 
tionary and in the glossaries as well as to 
the rest of the work. The Index must be 
used with care because references to a 
single subject may be found under more 
than one entry; for example, tweed, Har- 
ris and Harris tweed; Egyptian cotton and 
cotton, Egyptian; loom, hand and hand 
loom. 

The inclusion of a bibliography is to be 
expected in such a work, and its omission 
detracts considerably from the book’s use- 
fulness and value. Swatches of fabric such 
as are in American Fabrics, originally 
planned to be a part of the encyclopedia, 


would have provided basic source materi- 
als and additional authenticity. 

The volume is sturdily bound in black 
buckram. The paper, of good quality, has 
a pleasing texture. The clear and readable 
type is set two columns to a page except 
in such parts of the book as the Chronol- 
ogy, the Dictionary, and the Index, where 
three columns are more appropriate. 

There is no publication similar in scope 
to AF Encyclopedia of Textiles. The Man- 
made Textile Encyclopedia, edited by J. J. 
Press (New York: Textile Book Pub., Inc., 
1959), is technical in nature and treats only 
man-made textiles. Fairchild’s Dictionary 
of Textiles, edited by Stephen S., Marks 
(New York: Fairchild Publications, Ine., 
1959), which is devoted entirely to an 
alphabetical list of words with their mean- 
ings, contains more terms than could be 
included in this work’s Dictionary of Tex- 
tile Terms. 

The AF Encyclopedia of Textiles is com- 
prehensive, easily understood, and well 
illustrated, useful for reference or for ex- 
tensive reading. Although designed for the 
practitioner in the field of textiles, it can 
be useful to the layman. It is recom- 
mended for special, public, high school, 
college, and university libraries.

It is the oldest, largest, and most famous 
of the English-language encyclopedias. Its 
original] plan, conceived in the first edition 
of 1771, was to cover the arts and sciences 
in a series of long scholarly essays written 
by specialists and eminent authorities. 
Smaller subjects treated within these arti- 
cles could be found only through the In- 
dex. This scheme, most ideally handled in 
the ninth edition, is much less noticeable 
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in the modern editions but still persists to 
some extent. A tradition of scholarly 
authority continues to be associated with 
this encyclopedia. 

The second edition of the Britannica 
which appeared some 12 years after the 
first introduced history and biography 
treating “the whole wide circle of general 
learning” rather than the arts and sciences 
alone and became the model for future 
multivolume encyclopedias. The encyclo- 
pedia continued to be enlarged as well as 
revised in subsequent editions. The cele- 
brated ninth edition, 1875-89, which em- 
bodied the most distinguished scholarship 
of its day, was in 24 volumes. In 1910-11 
the eleventh edition, perhaps the most fa- 
mous and certainly the most extensive of 
all, was published at Cambridge Univer- 
sity in 29 volumes. Finally, in 1929, the 
last numbered edition, the fourteenth, a 
drastic revision of the eleventh, was pub- 
lished. Now in American ownership, 
Britannica was planned for a wide Ameri- 
can audience. It was hailed as being at 
last a “humanized” and an “Americanized” 
encyclopedia. Subsequent editions have 
reflected the policy of continuous revision 
adopted in 1932. 

The 1961 edition is the twenty-eighth 
to be issued since the publication of the 
fourteenth edition, The editors claim that 
in this edition there are more than 41,000 
entries, written by “authorities from most 
of the countries of the world.” Their aim 
is to provide “information on every essen- 
tial subject.” Within the limits of the 24 
volumes in which the set has been printed 
for 32 years, this has been fairly well 
achieved. Subjects are replaced in each 
printing by other subjects which seem 
more urgent to the editors. Articles are 
well written, accurate, and objective. 

The Britannica is essentially an adult 
encyclopedia, but the tendency apparent 
in succeeding modern editions to make the 
set more visually attractive and more 
readable is undoubtedly enlarging its 
teen-age public. This trend toward pop- 
ularization is seen in the modification of 
bibliographies, illustrations, and mono- 
graphs characteristic of older editions. The 
result has been, inevitably, a loss of the 


quality of leisurely, scholarly workman- 
ship which was greatly prized by many 
readers and exemplified in the ninth and 
eleventh editions. 

Entries in the Britannica are alphabeti- 
cal, letter by letter. Cross references are 
abundant and excellent; they occur as 
main entries (5% per cent of all entries); 
as see and see also references within or at 
the end of the article; and as q.v. refer- 
ences to separate articles on the subject 
mentioned. Two indexes appear in volume 
24; one is to volumes 1 to 23 (the improve- 
ment in arrangement is discussed later); 
the other is to the atlas which is also found 
in this volume. The Index to the other 
volumes brings out a great many small 
subjects which do not have separate en- 
tries. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica maintains 
a good quality of format. Smaller type is 
used on some pages to gain room for addi- 
tional articles or information. The library 
binding is pyroxylin-coated material made 
for hard wear; other bindings are avail- 
able. The paper, also strong and durable, is 
manufactured especially for the Britan- 
nica. Print is clear; headings are very con- 
spicuous, and illustrations are uniformly 
well printed and well placed in relation to 
the text. 

In October, 1960, Harry S. Ashmore, 
Pulitzer Prize winner and formerly editor 
of the Arkansas Gazette, succeeded the 
late Walter Yust as Editor-in-Chief of 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. John V. Dodge ` 
is Executive Editor and John Armitage is 
the London Editor. : ` 

The level of authority for Encyclopaedia 
Britannica remains high. The more than 
7,700 contributors claimed for the 1961 edi- 
tion are listed in volume 1. Many cele- 
brated names such as Robert Oppenhei- 
mer, Lin Yutang, John F. Kennedy, E. B. 
White, Linus Pauling, Adlai E. Stevenson, 
and Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan are in- 
cluded. There are more than 40 Nobel 
Prize winners among the contributors. 

The program of continuous revision is 
well organized. A group of 170 advisers, 
some in the United States and some 
abroad, supervises the systematic revision 
of all the articles in the encyclopedia. A

distinguished Board of Editors, which in- 
cludes Robert M. Hutchins and Norman 
Cousins, advises the editors on policy and 
planning, while American and British 
committees of university professors pro- 
vide editorial advice. 

The editors state that “no edition of 
Encyclopaedia Britannica has seen more 
' editorial improvement than the edition of 
1961.” An appraisal of the changes in the 
major subject areas since the 1956 edition, 
the last reviewed by the Committee, was 
attempted. The physical sciences un- 
doubtedly have received extensive revi- 
sion. A table of contents has been added 
to many articles. New introductions have 
been prepared for articles that are difficult 
for the layman, such as Nebula. Informa- 
tion has been brought up to date, e.g., the 
article Low-Temperature Physics. New 
articles have been added, e.g., Geochemis- 
try and Geomagnetism. There has been an 
effort to keep abreast of the current hap- 
penings in the conquest of space, exempli- 
fied in Rockets and Space and Exploration. 

New articles have been added, e.g., Nu- 
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clear Engineering, which explains: the 
practical aspects of the field to the layman. 
Many technical articles, eg. Cellulose, 
have been brought up to date. New plates 
have been added, new text illustrations 
and maps supplied, and some articles have 
been doubled and tripled. On the other 


_ hand, some articles, e.g., Shipbuilding and 


Electricity, Conduction of, have been dras- 
tically reduced in size. The amount of 
revision in this field, however, seems to 
be considerable and adequate. 

In the field of the biological sciences the 
key articles Biology and Taxonomy have 
been revised. There are new articles, e.g., 
Life Span, Animal. The article Anatomy 
now has a series of transvision plates 
showing the various parts of the human 
anatomy. Some articles are combined and 
enlarged,-e.g., Wildlife Preservation, Na- 
tional Parks and Nature Reserves, which 
now includes an extensive chart of the 
major national parks:and reserves of the 
world. Many flower articles have new 
photographs. The biological sciences have 
not undergone the drastic changes ob- 
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served in the physical sciences, but the 
revision in this field is adequate, 

Many changes were observed in the field 
of the humanities. The articles Encyclo- 
pedias and Newspapers have been enlarged 
and rewritten. Many new articles on 
oriental topics appear, e.g., Chinese Clas- 
sics, Chinese Philosophy, Korean Litera- 
ture, and Kabuki Theatre. A few of the 
original literary monographs, e.g., Cer- 
vantes, have now been replaced by new 
articles. Figures of Speech, formerly scat- 
tered, is now in one article. Good addi- 
tions in the fields of architecture and de- 
sign were found. Ballet has been revised 
and greatly enlarged. However, other 
articles in this area are in need of revision. 

The social sciences have received less 
revision than other fields. However, some 
articles like Democracy and Civil Liberties 
have been revised, and political science is 
represented in a number of important new 
articles such as North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and Foreign Aid Programs. In 
the field of education there are also some 
significant new articles such as Education, 
Philosophy of. Some anthropological ma- 
terial has received slight revision. In 
economics Monopoly has been rewritten 
and enlarged; other material has been 
slightly revised. On the whole, the social 
sciences are not greatly revised. 

To summarize the adequacy of revision 
throughout the 1961 edition it can be 
stated that in the fields of physical and 
applied sciences and technology, revision 
has been the most extensive. A great deal 
of material has been added, and many 
long important articles have been rewrit- 
ten. An obvious attempt has been made 
to bring the encyclopedia up to date in the 
scientific and technical areas where great 
changes are taking place. The biological 
sciences, the humanities, and the social 
sciences, however, have received much 
revision, and many articles have been 
added in these areas. 

In sports, Olympic Games has been 
brought up to date to include the 1960 
games. Golf and Billiards have been re- 
written. New articles Skin Diving and 
Volleyball were noted. Yachting includes 
the latest winners of the Fastnet Cup and 
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Water Polo and Weight Throwing have 
been rewritten. 

Noteworthy improvements which result 
from several editorial features are used 
more extensively in the 1961 edition or 
are new. More of the longer articles begin 
with a table of contents outlining the main 
sections and subdivisions, e.g., Painting, 
Shipping Industry, and Geology. Many 
articles on scientific and technological 
topics have received new introductions “to 
make them interesting and intelligible to 
the general reader.” Examples are Nebula, 
Solid State Physics, X-Rays, and Diffu- 
sion. A new series of articles guiding the 
reader to related material in the set are 
exemplified by Anatomy (Articles on), 
Architecture (Articles on), International 
Relations (Articles on). The editors call 
these “signpost” articles; they always pre- 
cede the main article on the subject, and 
are a good new feature. 

Rearrangement of the entries in the In- 
dex has been a distinct improvement. “All 
page references qualified by a key word 
or descriptive phrase appear on separate 
Hines; in the 1956 edition they were run to- 
gether.” The Index is comprehensive and, 
in a check of many articles, it was found to 
be almost invariably accurate. 

A detailed comparison was made of the 
first 500 pages of volume 10 in the 1956 and 
1961 editions, which will be referred to in 
this review as the Game-Golf section. In 
the 869 articles in this section in the for- | 
mer’ edition, changes have been made in 
253 (29 per cent). Of these changed arti- 
cles, 110 have been rewritten; the other 
143 had been revised, i.e., partly changed 
or reworded, or rearranged. In addition 
to the changed articles, 114 articles had 
been dropped, while 69 articles were new 
in the 1961 edition. 

Among geographical entries there have 
been many changes since the 1956 edition. 
Of the 869 entries in the section Game- 
Golf, 202, or 23 per cent, are geographical. 
Of these, 27 per cent have been revised; 
12 per cent have been dropped. Nine new 
geographical articles have been added. It 
is hard to conjecture why 25 small places 
were replaced by 9 other little places in 
this sample section. There are 37 changes 
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in population figures; only 2 were noted 
that have not been brought up to date. 
Sixteen of these changes are from prewar 
European figures which should have been 
revised before 1956. Population figures for 
the United States are 1950 figures. The 
1960 figures were not available in time for 
the 1961 edition. 

For countries whose status has changed 
in recent times revision is uneven. The 
article Belgian Congo has as its latest his- 
torical event the ten-year plan for eco- 
nomic and social development published 
in 1949: However, in West and Central 
African Independence Movements, there is 
the statement that the Republic of the 
Congo was proclaimed on June 30, 1960, 
as an independent entity. In the article 
Nigeria, the 1954 constitution marks the 
end of the historical information, while the 
article mentioned above states that “Nig- 
eria became an independent parliamentary 
state in the Commonwealth of Nations, 
October 1, 1960.” Somalia is another ex- 
ample of this lack of recency. In the arti- 
cle Algeria the historical material was 
brought up to June, 1956, but in the article 
France, one learns that DeGaulle installed 
a vote for “continued links with France,” 
and in January, 1960, “Europeans in 
Algeria revolted.” 

In biography, there have been even 
more changes, according to the 869-article 
_Game-Golf sample, than in the geographi- 
cal area. Three hundred seventy-eight of 
the articles are biographical. Of these 107 
(28 per cent) are revised, 57 (15 per cent) 
‘have been dropped. Forty-two new arti- 
cles are added. However, the loss of 57 
biographical articles compared to the gain 
of 42 new ones would represent a sub- 
stantial reduction in this category if car- 
ried out throughout the set. Revision in- 
cluded the consistent addition of recent 
deaths. 

It is interesting to note what has been 
done to some of the so-called “Britannica 
classics.” The ninth edition was famous 
for its long monographs by distinguished 
scholars. Some of those monographs are 
still in the Britannica today. For instance, 
the article Medici, which occupied eleven 
pages in the ninth edition and was written 


by Pasquale Villari, the eminent Italian 
scholar, is now four and one half pages in 
length. It has been watered down, not by 
changing Villari’s words, but by dropping 
whole paragraphs and sentences from the 
original text, The leisurely, scholarly, and 
extremely interesting nature of that origi- 
nal article has been so changed as to be 
practically unrecognizable to Villari, were 
he to read it today. 

On the other hand, some of the older 
“classics” which were printed in reduced 
form in the 1956 edition, have been re- 
placed by entirely new articles. Examples 
of this are Botticelli and Chaucer. Some 
of the modern “classics” remain wun- 
changed, e.g., James Harvey Robinson’s 
Civilization, Sir Julian Huxley’s Court- 
ship, Animal, G. K. Chesterton’s Dickens, 
Charles, and Sigmund Freud’s Psycho- 
analysis. 

Illustrations have improved since the 
1956 edition. There are more color plates 
such as the lovely plates with the articles 
Castle, Fountain, Water-Color Painting, 
Birds, Fishes, and Japanese Painting and 
Prints. There are more black-and-white 
plates, and many of the plates in the 1956 
edition have been replaced. The editors 
claim that “in the editions of 1957-61, 
more than half (898) of the 1,737 plates 
were handled (exclusive of minor changes) 
and 5,376 (46 per cent) of the 11,705 pic- 
tures on those plates were changed.” A 
new and attractive kind of illustration, 
replacing many of the former drawings, is 
the halftone photograph. Many articles 
on famous artists now include halftone 
reproductions of at least one of their paint- 
ings, providing visual means of identifying 
the artist’s style as no verbal description 
can. Many articles on flowers and plants 
are likewise improved with halftone illus- 
trations, 

The editors state that “maps ... are con- 
stantly under surveillance by the Britan- 
nica editorial staff and authorities. Cur- 
rent political changes are incorporated 
into the maps in each printing of Britan- 
nica.” However, the maps of Africa in the 
atlas volume do not yet show the inde- 
pendent status achieved by various coun- 
tries in 1960. There is a map in the article 
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West and Central African Independence 
Movements which shows “Political Devel- 
opment in Africa, 1950-1960.” Also, the 
editors sent word that “a new Goode’s 
series of maps, distinguished for topo- 
graphic detail, replaces the Hammond 
maps (volume 24) in the second printing 
of the 1961 edition.” The Committee has 
not examined this new atlas volume. 

An analysis of the changes in the bibliog- 
raphies in the section Game-Golf is indic- 
ative of a trend toward reducing and 
simplifying the bibliographical apparatus. 
Out of 147 bibliographical changes in the 
section examined, 53 (36 per cent) of the 
bibliographies were dropped, 11 (7 per 
cent) were added, and 83 (56 per cent) 
_ were revised. Of the revised bibliog- 
raphies, 29 were reduced in size. Many 
bibliographies. need to be brought up to 
date. The latest material listed on Marcel 
Proust was written in 1928, on Elizabeth 
Gaskell in 1930, on George Gissing in 1927, 
and on Sir W. S: Gilbert in 1914. There 
were no items dated later than 1956 in the 
bibliographies following Geography and 
German Literature. No bibliographical 
material was listed on Dylan Thomas, and 
the list of works by André Maurois re- 
corded none of his writings since 1928. In 
this connection the editors state, “The bib- 
liography is a guide to further reading. 
... Emphasis should be on readily avail- 
able works in English... .” This explains 
the elimination of many a scholarly bibli- 
ography containing works in foreign lan- 
guages. This policy of simplifying the bib- 
liographies, of stripping them of every- 
thing that cannot be easily found to read, 
is symbolic of the tendency apparent in 
the encyclopedia as a whole. In the past, 
the Britannica has been noted for the dis- 
tinguished and scholarly quality of its bib- 
liographies. Persons requiring this kind 
of bibliographic material must now seek 
elsewhere. i 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica, since its 
first edition in 1768-71, has enjoyed a repu- 
tation for a very high quality. The present 
edition maintains this high quality. How- 
ever, it bears the unmistakable signs of the 
Britannica’s modern tendency to become 
more readable, less scholarly than the ear- 


\ 


lier editions. Its audience now includes the 
older teen-agers. Popularization of the en- 
cyclopedia has entailed a weakening of the 
bibliographies and an improvement in the 
illustrative material. The addition of vari- 
ous editorial features such as “sign-post” 
articles, outlines of articles, and new in- 
troductions to others, make the difficult 
articles more understandable. More of the 
celebrated monographs of. earlier editions 
have been replaced by new articles; some 
of them show unwise methods of revision. 
The Index is comprehensive and improved 
in arrangement. Revision of this edition, 
by comparison with the 1956 edition, was 
found to be most extensive in the fields 
of the physical and applied sciences and 
technology. The biological sciences, hu- 
manities, and social studies have received 
many changes, however, and much new 
material has been added. A sample check 
indicated a great deal of change in geo- 
graphical material and even more in the- 
biographical material. Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica is recommended for homes and for 
libraries including secondary school li- 
braries.

The Lincoln Library of Essential Infor- 
mation is a compact encyclopedia with 
material grouped by subject field. The 
present edition, the twenty-fifth, is the 


~ latest in a long succession which began in 


1924. The twenty-first edition of 1953 was 
reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
April 1955. 

Unlike the alphabetic arrangement of 
many encyclopedias, the material in The 
Lincoln Library is classified and divided 
into 12 departments: The English Lan- 
guage, Literature, History, Geography 
and Travel, Science, Mathematics, Eco- 
nomics and Useful Arts, Government and 
Politics, Fine Arts, Education, Biography, 
and Miscellany. Two devices make an 
alphabetical approach to the information 
possible: a 63-page alphabetical Index 
and, preceding each department, an al- 
phabetical list of principal topics covered 
in each field. 

In Suggestions for the User one is told 
that The Lincoln Library is designed for 
persons educating themselves, for students 
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in school and college, for “the farmer, the 
carpenter, the school teacher, and the 
university president.” The articles seek 
to present to the layman in a form he can 
comprehend the kind of information found 
in a good high school course or a survey 
course for college freshmen. The work 
will not assist the specialist in the practice 
of his specialty, but it will enable him “to 
become thoroughly informed in the whole 
range of things that make him a more 
helpful parent, a more intelligent citizen, 
and a more effective businessman.” 

An idea of the completeness of the cov- 
erage can be gained by comparing the 
titles of the 12 departments with the 10 
major classes of the Dewey Decimal 
Classification. Each of the Dewey classes 
except religion finds its counterpart. In 
this regard The Lincoln Library seems to 
be deficient. It does not devote a major 
division to religion, nor does it treat the 
subject at all adequately elsewhere. There 
is a section in Miscellany, entitled ‘“Reli- 
gious Bodies—Facts and Philosophies,” 
but it comprises one page, largely given 
over to membership statistics and a bibli- 
ography and does not discuss philosophies. 

The present edition represents a con- 
tinuation of the general editorial policies 
that have characterized The Lincoln Li- 
brary for many years. Although it con- 
tains no radical departures in content or 
form, it does show many indications of 
having been brought up to date. A com- 
parison of the 1953 edition, the last re- 
viewed by the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee, and the current edition reveals that 
57 per cent of the pages examined have 
undergone some change. An even higher 
percentage of the material in the exten- 
sive Biography department has either been 
updated or entries added or deleted. The 
preliminary figures for the 1960 census 
appear in a table of metropolitan areas 
and in the Dictionary of American Geog- 


raphy. Data for 1959 appear in tables of 
production in Canada. Astronomy shows 
extensive revision. Physiology has been 
rewritten, and Early Childhood Education 
is a new section. Unfortunately it is 
placed in Miscellany, nearly 400 pages 
away from Education. Other notable 
changes since 1953 include a revision of 
the concluding paragraphs of Architecture 
mentioning the Guggenheim Museum by 
Frank Lloyd Wright and other important 
new buildings, a rewriting of St. Lawrence 
Seaway as an accomplished fact, and new 
material in Suez Canal taking note of the 
nationalization of the canal by Egypt. 
Some of the data in the present edition, 
however, are less up to date than one has 
a right to expect. In a number of in- 
stances it was found that the 1960 Statisti- 
cal Abstract of the United States has more 
recent data than the 1961 edition of The 
Lincoln Library. The 1959 edition of 
The Statesman’s Yearbook also has more 
recent information on mining and agri- 
culture in Australia even though a pro- 
motional leaflet claims The Lincoln Li- 
brary has the “latest available data” on 
this subject. There are some curious 
lapses in American agricultural statistics. 
A table entitled “Commercial Truck 
Crops” gives (without stating its source) 
production and acreage data for 1951. 
Agricultural Statistics 1959, published by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture, has, 
this same data, but for 1957. A 
The editors should be commended for 
bringing another table, “Chief Crops for 
United States, 1930-1958,” reasonably up to 
date, but they still must be criticized for 
allowing some obsolete data to remain. The 
production figures for the early 1950’s for 
at least six of the crops are the same as 
those found in Agricultural Statistics, 1955. 
These figures, however, were significantly 
changed in the 1956 Agricultural Statistics, 
and these corrected data appeared in sub- 
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sequent editions. For example, The Lin- 
coln Library figure for wheat production 
in 1954 differs from the figure in the post- 
1955 editions of Agricultural Statistics by 
more than 14,000,000 bushels. 

A similar fault appears in the table en- 
titled ‘Population: Total and Farm, 
United States, 1917-1958.” The figures 
used for the years 1944-1951 appeared in 
the 1952 Agricultural Statistics, but they 
were changed in 1953. The Lincoln Library 
did not make the change and has the un- 
revised figures. The differences average 
866,000 per year for the farm population. 

The material on American literature 
needs revision. A one-paragraph discus- 
sion of recent poetry begins by noting “the 
publication in 1912 of Poetry: A Magazine 
of Verse” and ends with a list of “impor- 
tant contemporary poets”: Robert Hillyer, 


Archibald MacLeish, Wallace Stevens, ` 


William Carlos Williams, and Marianne 
Moore. This list would have been appro- 
priate 10 to 20 years ago, but today it 
should be supplemented with names of 
younger, established poets as Robert 
Lowell, Richard Wilbur, Elizabeth Bishop, 
and Karl Shapiro. 

The section on the American novel is a 
chronological account and is satisfactory 
as far as it goes, but it ends with the state- 
ment: “In the 1930’s readers turned to 
historical novels such as Anthony Adverse, 
by Hervey Allen, and Gone with the Wind, 
by Margaret Mitchell, an interest to which 
Kenneth Roberts and Thomas Costain 
have successfully catered.” The most re- 
cently published title noted is For Whom 
the Bell Tolls (1940), and no mention is 
made of writers who established them- 
selves in the 1950s. The critic and natu- 
ralist, Joseph Wood Krutch, is mentioned 
for the first time in this edition, but his 
name is misspelled Crutch, 

The editor assures the reader that the 
work contains “no secret propaganda,” 
and it must be said that bias is not ap- 
parent. This objectivity, however, may 
have been achieved by avoidance of sub- 
jects on which people hold strong but 
differing views. It has already been noted 
that religion is treated summarily on one 


page. On race relations The Lincoln Li- 


brary says little and omits much. Mention 
is made of the progress of American Ne- 
groes in business, the arts, and professions, 
but nothing is said about efforts to obtain 
equality in housing, education, or voting. 
The Supreme Court decision banning 
segregation in public schools is quoted 
briefly, but nothing is said about efforts 
since 1954 to implement or frustrate the 
decision, 

The articles are unsigned, but the list 
of contributors states what section each 
person prepared. Nine editors and 
seventy-five contributors are named. 
Contributors are listed with their acade- 
mic degrees and positions. Most are col- 
lege professors, and all appear to be com- 
petent to write in the fields to which they 
contributed. 

The use of the two-volume set is facili- 
tated by having the complete Index in 
both volumes. The Index is serviceable, 
but there are some blind references, such 
as Mohammedan mythology, which leads 
to a 19-page dictionary of mythological 
characters, mostly Greek and Roman. 

The physical appearance of the work is 
satisfactory, and the binding is strong. 
The paper is thin but opaque. The format 
is utilitarian and in harmony with the 
tone and purpose of the work. The copy 
examined for this review was style B, 
green sturdite bound and thumb notched _ 
with plain edges. The more expensive 
style A is described as having a black- 
grained flexible binding, thumb notches, 
and gold edges. 

There are 102 full-page illustrations, 
many of which are in color. A few, used 
to introduce departments, do not represent 
a specific person or thing, but resemble 
a tableau or a mural. Most of the illus- 
trations, however, consist of five or six 
separate pictures on a page and are of 
persons, places, or things discussed on 
adjacent pages. The colors are always 
vivid and usually accurate. The color 
illustrations are all artists’ representations 
with little detail. One could doubt that the 
Mississippi River often takes on such a 
dark orange tint or that Mt. Olympus is so 
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ruddy as shown, but most of the color is 
satisfactory. The black-and-white pic- 
tures are distinct and informative. 

The Lincoln Library has more than 60 
lists in which terms or names are ex- 
plained. There are dictionaries of abbre- 
viations, ancient cities, and inventions. 
Some fit the usual meaning of the word 
dictionary better than others, but they all 
bring together useful information and 
many are helpful in familiarizing one with 
the terminology of a subject. One of the 
most useful from the standpoint of a 
librarian dealing with children is “How 
Things ‘Are Made.” Here one can find a 
simple explanation of the construction of 
many common objects. Items discussed 
beginning with “b” are bakelite, baking 
powder, bell, books, bottle, bread, brick, 
butter, and button. 

The Lincoln Library is notable for its 
more than 300 tables. Besides the usual 
statistical variety, a great many facts are 
concentrated in tables on such diverse 
subjects as abdications, world history, 
literature, and suffrage requirements. In 
citing authorities for statistical tables, The 
Lincoln Library sometimes fails to give all 
the essential information. On occasion the 
only source is the name of the issuing 
organization without reference to a par- 
ticular publication. Other tables lack any 
statement of source whatsoever. Each 
department ends with a bibliography, two 
' of which occupy one half a page and the 
. others a full page each. Approximately 

one half the references show imprint dates. 
These are mostly in the 1950’s, although 
there is an occasional 1960 imprint. Pre- 
ceding each bibliography are several pages 
of questions on the material in the depart- 
ment. They would help a student review 
a subject and check on his comprehension. 
The page on which the answer may be 
found follows each question. There are 
16 pages of political maps in color made 


by Rand McNally copyrighted in 1961. 
They are easy to read, legible, and the new 
nations of Africa are shown. 

Despite the presence of some out-of- 
date material and despite the fact that 
some tables are inadequately documented, 
The Lincoln Library of Essential Informa- 
tion succeeds in its attempt to present a 
basic introduction to general knowledge. 
It concentrates a great deal of recent and 
reliable information into a small space and 
is easy to use. It is, therefore, recom- 
mended for home, school, college, and 
public libraries.

In this biographical novel the author of Vic- 
toria and Albert (Booxnist 54:503, My 1 58) 
portrays Charles Stuart, England’s last ab- 
solute monarch, as an uncompromisingly 
honest man, a passionately loving husband, 
and a firm believer in the divine right of 
kings. Devoted equally to Charlegs publie 
and personal life, the story covers the period 
from the young king’s first meeting with 
Henrietta, his French bride, through a 20- 
year reign filled with intrigue, conflicts with 
Parliament, and civil war, ending with his 
execution by Cromwell. An appealingly hu- 
man fictional re-creation solidly based on his- 
torical fact.

Six British pret makers demonstrate the 
techniques of woodcut, lithography, etching, 
aquatint, engraving, and silk screen. The 

painstaking and mastery revealed in the 
work of these modern artists with their use of 
brilliant colors and abstract shapes is contrast- 
ed with prints of such early masters as Diirer, 
Rembrandt, Goya, Mantegna, and Daumier. A 
film to stimulate appreciation of an often-neg- 
lected art form, it is too brief in its treatment 
to qualify as a how~to-do-it. In addition to its 
usefulness as an aid to art appreciation it will 
be of value to library school students studying 
the history of bookmaking since the tech- 
niques shown have been so closely allied to 
the history of books. 


Beaver dam. Crawley Films Limited, 
Canada, for The National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: Contemporary Films, 
267 W. 25th St., N.Y. 1. 1960; distributed 
in U.S. 1961. 16min. color, $150. 

In this charming and simple story two broth- 
ers follow the work of a beaver as he builds 
a dam across a stream on their farm. Un- 
fortunately the lake that results from these 
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efforts floods their father’s hayfield, and he 
makes plans to shoot the beaver. In an amus- 
ing and exciting climax the boys, without their 
father’s finding out, foil his efforts and save 
the beaver’s life. Seven- to ten-year-olds, 
especially boys, will prove an eager audience 
for this film. The strong vivid colors should 
add to its appeal for this age group. There 
is a highly affected, pseudo folk song at the 
beginning and end, but happily it is not an 
integral part of the film’s structure. 


Bird island—an adventure with Jacky and 
Hermine. Henri Beauvais. Distributor: 
Film Images, 1860 Broadway, N.Y. 23. 
English language version 1961. 30min. 
color, $285. 


All the elements are here to fascinate a child: 
a pet monkey, a huge dog, a girl who alone 
skippers the family launch, smugglers (or so 
it at first seems), a kidnaping, a chase. and a 
happy ending. The setting is a beautiful bay 
off the Bay of Biscay in France. Two friends, 
Jacky and Hermine, believe they have dis- 
covered smugglers hiding contraband in an 
old wartime ding barge on a deserted 
beach. Before the misunderstanding is cleared 
up and the children and sailors are friends, 
Hermine has saved Jacky from kidnapers in 
a breathtaking escape-and-chase sequence. 
Events crowd each other so closely that the 
unexpected denouement is something of a let- 
down. Only older children will be able to 
follow the plot, but children of all ages will 
love the animals and many of the scenes 
around the water. The photography has the 

etic fantasy quality characteristic of the 

st French chil ’3 films. 


Festival in Puerto Rico. Directors: Wolf 
Koenig and Roman Kroitor. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: Contem- 
porary Films, 267 W. 25th St., N.Y. 1.

A performance of Scarlatti’s long-lost Hymn 
to the Madonna by Canadian contralto Maur- 
een Forrester at the Casals Festival in San 
Juan is the pretext for a distinguished addi- 
tion to the vigorous candid-eye canon. It has 
such qualities of beauty, originality, humor, 
and technique and such sheer sympathy with 
its subject, that it should be counted among 
the rare gems of the documentary field. This 
is not primarily a recital film, but more an 
intimate exploration of some of the events 
leading up to the concert, of which perhaps 
the most fascinating is Miss Forrester’s re- 
- hearsal with the Festival Orchestra under the 
direction of Alexander Schneider; a sequence 
that gives not only a rare insight into the 
creative process, but also a delightful under- 
standing of the artists themselves. Glimpses of 
Casals, Governor Munoz Marin, and the lovel 
Puerto Rican countryside give further depth 
to this kaleidoscopic portrait. The film is 
cleverly composed—using such radical devices 
as jump cutting, direct sound, and contrasting 
sound and image, that are characteristic of the 
French “Nouvelle vague.” 


Four religions. Producer: James Beve- 
ridge; writer: Stephen Vizinczei. National 
Film Board of Canada. Distributor: Mc- 
Graw-Hill Text-Films, 330 W. 42d St. 
N.Y. 36. 1960. Part 1, 27min.; Part n, 27min. 
Part 1, $135; Part xm, $135; complete, $250. 
In the span of one hour the producer attempts 
to present the significant principles of faith of 
Hinduism, Buddhi Islam, and Christianity. 
In view of the fact that less than 15 minutes 
could be allotted to each religion the film mak- 
ers have succeeded to an amazing degree 
(except for Christianity) in synthesizing es- 
sential elements. At the close of each section 
producer Beveridge and historian Arnold 
Toynbee discuss the basic tenets and draw 
parallels among the religions. Visually, there 
are many memorable sequences: at Benares, 
people bathing in the sacred River Ganges; at 
Mecca, multitudes of pilgrims lined up to kiss 
the sacred stone; in Japan, a Zen Buddhist 
monk, devoid of all expression, asking for and 
receiving chastisement better to achieve con- 
templation. The section on Christianity is less 
effective than the others; the commentary 
fairly adequately outlines basic precepts, but 
the photography seems inexcusably weak. 
Static and uninspired pictures of people at 
church predominate. Also, since the treatment 
is already so general it could just as easily 
have dealt with the whole area of Judaeo- 
Christian beliefs. It would thereby have been 
useful in observances involving Christians 
and Jews, such as Brotherhood Week. Be- 
cause of reference to the religions being ex- 
amined as the four higher religions and omis- 
sion of Judaism, Jewish groups may very well 
not wish to use this film. Aside from this 
drawback the material on Hinduism, Bud- 
dhism, and Islam is well enough presented to 
make this invaluable in discussions of com- 
parative religion and world cultures. 


Frog went a-courtin’, Morton Schindel. 
Distributor: Weston Woods Studios, Wes- 
ton, Conn. 1961. 12min. $60; color, $120. 
Two innovations have been introduced into 
the now familiar “Picture book parade” for- 
mat. First, the story, a retelling of the folk 
song “A frog he would a-wooing go,” is sung 
throughout in lively fashion by the book’s 
author, concert artist John Langstaff. Sec- 
ondly, the latter part of the film, a repeat of 
the frst, becomes a sing-along. The words are 
flashed as subtitles below the images. The 
color photography does full justice to the 
amusing illustrations by Feodor Rojankovsky. 
This could provide a delightful change of 
pace for library picture-book hours. Parents 
of preschoolers may need to help in the read- 
ing of the titles, But this could add to the 
film’s pleasure. Highly recommended. 


Introduction to feedback. Ray and Charles 
Eames for the IBM Corporation. Distrib- 
utor: IBM Corporation, 590 Madison Ave., 
N.Y. 22. Released in 1961. 1144min. color, 
$60. 

Feedback is a rather forbidding word being 
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used in linguistic analysis of the problems of 
communication to describe the responsive 
thought processes in stricter terms. The in- 
terest of the IBM Corporation in the subject 
is obvious for the very conception of the 
feedback process is an essential characteristic 
of the electronic computer. The present film 
does a lot more than explain the workings of 
the computer, however. In drawing parallels 
with feedback in the sciences, in invention, in 
creative thought, and in everyday living, it 

ves us a greater understanding of the 

ought processes. Through the exciting im- 
agery of Ray and Charles es, this informa- 
tion is imparted entirely without pain In 
effect it is a sequel to their already well- 
known A communications primer (Museum of 
Modern Art. 1954. 22min. color.) and matches 
the vivacity of that stimulating work. 


Mark Twain’s America. National Broad- 
casting Company (Project 20 series). Dis- 
tributor: McGraw-Hill Text-Films, 330 W. 
42d St., N.Y. 36. 1960. 54min. $250. 
River-boat pilot, soldier, mmer, and matchless 
storyteller, the great American humorist Mark 
Twain felt the pulse of a growing nation as 
have few other writers. Along the rane 
in the sophisticated cities of the East, 

the brawling boom towns of the West, he 
savored the life of an era that epitomized a 
national heritage of adventure and expansion. 
This film documents the man but especially 
his times with a gallery of superb vintage 
photographs brought to life by still-picture 
animation techniques. It was produced in ob- 
servance of the ieth anniversary of Mark 
Twain's death. The informative script is given 
a beautiful reading by Howard Lindsay and 
the specially composed musical score by 
Robert Russell Bennett features authentic pe- 
riod music. In stressing entertainment value 
the film omits the sense of Twain the satirist 
on the West and Twain the moralist, but gives 
a more general appraisal of his life and work. 
Adult groups and many young people will find 
this fascinating, and for some it will be a stim- 
ulant to reading. 


Nigeria: giant in Africa. Producer: Ron- 
ald Dick; Film and graphic research: 
Douglas Tunstell. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill Text- 
oor 330 W. 42d St., N.Y. 36. 1960. 52min. 


Rarely has a film been made that penetrates 
so far beneath the surface of its subject. This 
goes well beyond most discussion and informa- 
tion films in its analyses and presentation of 
facts; the thorough documentation and re- 
search should gladden the hearts of all li- 
brarians. It reviews historic forces shaping 
the lives of Nigeria’s 40 million people: posi- 
tive as well as negative aspects of British rule 
are discussed; the new nation’s cultural heri- 
tage and its main tribal and ethnic divisions 
are described; litical leaders are shown 
campaigning in the accustomed ways of West- 
ern democracy; and the system of orderly 


government is recognized as British rule’s 
most important contribution. For purposes of 
authenticity the producers have made much 
use of newsreels, and inevitably some of these 
are dark and grainy. This does not, however, 
lessen the over-all value of the presentation. 
An essential film for all groups trying to gain 
an understanding of the emergence of the 
new Africa. 


Night journey. Nathan Kroll Distribu- 
tor: Rembrandt Film Library, 267 W. 25th 
St., N.Y. 1. 1960. 29min. $175. 


Martha Graham’s dance version of the Oedipus 
myth presents Queen Jocasta as protagonist at 
the moment of truth when she learns from 
the blind seer, Tiresias, that she is the mother 
as well as the wife of Oedipus. In a long pas 
de deux, preceded and followed by action with 
Tiresias and the chorus, she relives her life 
with Oedipus, then hangs herself. Intense 
and moving ormances are given by Martha 
Graham as Jocasta, Bertram Ross as Oedipus, 
Paul Taylor as Tiresias, and Helen McGehee 
as the leader of the beautifully trained and 
disciplined chorus of Daughters of the Night. 
The commissioned score by William Schuman 
is flawlessly conducted by Robert Irving. The 
photography, directed by Stanley Meredith, 
is outstanding but spe credit goes to vet- 
eran film maker Alexander Hammid for this 
superb production. The film should have wide 
appeal among devotees and students (includ- 
ing many teen-agers) of Martha Graham and 
the modern dance; and for more general audi- 
ences interested in literature, mythology, 
psychology, and American art and culture. 
With A dancer’s world (Booxuist 55:24, S 1 
58), which ends as Miss Graham goes on stage 
to perform Night journey, it would make a 
particularly effective dance-film program. 


No man is an island. C.B.S. Television 
(Look up and live series). Distributor: 
Carousel Films, 1501 Broadway, N.Y. 53. 
1959; distributed 1961. 29min. $135. 

A moving story about two young men—a 
white man and a Negro—who develop a last- 
ing friendship during their army service. Both 
are confronted with the fears and prejudices 
of their families and friends when try to 
maintain their friendship in civilian life. Much 
of the plot centers on an invitation to the 
Negro to attend his white friend’s church. The 
minister’s welcome to the Nee in the face 
of adverse public opinion es it a useful 
discussion film for church groups. Although 
it is part of the “Look up and live” television 
series sponsored by the National Council of . 
Churches of Christ, this particular film is 
nonsectarian and can be used effectively with 
any adult or young adult programs on inter- 
racial understanding, integration, and broth- 
erhood. A kinescope of good quality, the pro- 
duction is noteworthy for its simplicity of pre- 
sentation in a stylized setting and some un- 
usually fine acting. 


Roughnecks; the story of oil drillers. Pro- 
ducer: Tom Daly; Script, direction, and 
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editing: Guy Coté. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: Contemporary Fi 
267 W. 25th St., N.Y. 1. 1960. 22min. $100. 


There would seem to be little else that could 
be said on the well-worn subject of drilling 
for oil, yet this fresh and sensitive film suc- 
ceeds beyond expectation, mainly by avoiding 
the usual preoccupation with machine 
product, Coming from the same series as 
Railroaders (Booxutst 57:91, O 1 60) this is, 
above all, a film about people. From the first 
thrusts of the bulldozer ripping out the drill- 
ing site in the Alberta forests to the final 
need for secrecy to frustrate rival company 
spies when the well is brought in, the empha- 
sis is on the way of life, the living conditions, 
and the philosophic attitude of the men to- 
ward their nomadic existence. The pole. 
phy, music, and narration are excellent 
throughout, as befits a film in the best indus- 
trial documentary tradition. One sequence, in 
which the night crew changes the drill in 
heavy rain, is particularly memorable. Men’s 
and boys’ clubs and anyone interested in out- 
door life, or rugged individualism, will find 
this film rewarding. 


A time of wonder. Morton Schindel. 
Weston Woods Studios, Weston, Conn. 
1961. 18min. $70; color, $135. 
An iconographic film made from the book 
Time of wonder by Robert McCloskey. This 
production is a descriptive mood piece about 
a summer on an island in Maine. It has no 
story: always the narration and pictures em- 
ize water, weather, and boats. It should 
ve an allure for eight- to twelve-year-olds, 
even landlocked ones. The water colors by the 
author retain their charm when blown up to 
screen size, and often, as the camera moves in 
on a detail, they take on an abstract beauty.

Initials are sometimes given for the writer 
at the end of an item (but not generally 
as in Dutcher). A number of acknowl- 
edgments of assistance are in the Intro- 
duction. 

The editors refer to the Guide as “in a 
sense a bibliographic panorama as well as 
an inventory of the best historical liter- 
ature extant at the time of compilation. 
Its purpose is to furnish directions to the 
best means of gaining a broader knowl- 
edge of history. Although it is not de- 
signed for the specialist, it may serve to 
help him establish a good foundation for 
his later, more concentrated research. It 
is an instrument of education and general 
reference.” 

Part 1 is devoted to materials on his- 
torlography, universal and world history, 
and the history of religions. Part mo and 
subsequent parts go on to cover historical 
beginnings, the middle period in Eurasia 
and northern Africa, Asia since early 
times, modern Europe, the Americas, 
Africa, Australia and Oceania, and the 


world in recent times. These parts are - 


divided into sections, designated by letters 
of the alphabet and representing time, 
geographical, and topical divisions. In the 
sections, usually prefaced by brief intro- 
ductory remarks, the references, in an 
alphanumerical sequence, are classed by 
type of material in a fairly consistent 
standard pattern of organization: bibliog- 
raphies, libraries, and special museum 
collections; encyclopedias and works of 
reference; geographies, gazetteers, and 
atlases; anthropologic, demographic, and 
linguistic works; printed collections of 
sources; shorter and longer general his- 
tories; histories of periods, areas, and 
topics; biographies; government publica- 


tions of academies, universities, and 
learned societies; and periodicals. 
The bibliographic items—historical 


monographs and sets, bibliographies and 
indexes, a number of magazine articles, 
some compilations of dissertations, pic- 
torial records, maps and gazetteers, and 
film sources—have the usual citation, 
though the names of publishers are not 
given nor are pages, except in the case of 
periodicals. The user is directed further 
to special collections, Citations to book 
reviews, featured in Dutcher, are seldom 
included. 

Changes in form from Dutcher are: 
more sections; A-Z (V here becoming 
VA-VF) plus sections AA through AI 
(rather than simply sections A-Z); a two- 
column page; separate rather than grouped 
items with any explanation given along 
with the item; a full Table of Contents, 
eliminating the classification scheme at the 
end of the book with outlines at the be- 
ginnings of the sections; and listing of 
further publications, as well as periodicals 
and libraries, as numbered items rather 
than in paragraphs at the ends of the 
sections. 

History in its broadest definition is 
represented here by the variety of ma- 
terials and by the range in depth of con- 
tent—within the pattern of global cover- 
age in all periods. 

“The expansion of time, space, and 
learning” since the compilation of the 
earlier Guide has brought a change in 
emphasis and in extent of treatment and ` 
rearrangement. New sections resulted 
from the large amount of recent historical 
writing which necessitated further subject 
division and shifting of material. South- 
east Asia and Middle East typify sections 
reflecting post-World War m terminology, 
while Thailand and Vietnam exemplify 
new national entries. 

There is great variation in the amount 
of description and evaluation. For many

is given, and strong and weak points are 
brought out. A critical reappraisal of the 
titles in Dutcher within the total perspec- 
tive has resulted in the omission of many 
from this guide in order to include newer 
works and in the revision of annotations. 
The section on France and the Low 
Countries states frankly: “In most cases 
only the most important and up-to-date 
works on the various aspects of modern 
. French history are listed here. Detailed 
bibliographies will be found at the begin- 
ning. Annotations have been severely 
curtailed in order that more titles could 
be included within the limited space. Most 
of the titles are self-explanatory, and high 
selectivity guarantees that all are worthy 
of attention. Where several works are 
grouped together, they are listed in order 
of importance.” Elsewhere, the user is 
referred to the previous Guide, to Win- 
chell (Guide to Reference Books. Tth ed. 
and suppls.), and to special bibliographies, 
as in the case of the United States, to the 
Harvard Guide to American History 
(Cambridge: Harvard Univ. Pr., 1954) 
and in the case of Russia, to Morely, 
Guide to Research in Russian History 
(Syracuse, N.Y.: Syracuse Univ. Pr., 
1951). 

The method of treatment within the 
general pattern is determined by the sub- 
ject and the material available as well as 
by predilection of the individual writer. 

Repetition of titles within different sec- 
tions is inevitable. There appears to have 
been an effort to tie these together by 
having complete information under one 
item to which see references lead from 
the other items. 

Overlapping of sections occurs, too, 
sometimes resulting in fragmentation of a 


subject. Here, again, cross references and. 


the Index aim to lead to a complete picture 
of a subject. Islam, for instance, is treated 
in the D section (works on background 
sections on religions); F,H,I (the ancient 
Near East); L (the Byzantine Empire); 
M (the Muslim world); and S (the Middle 
East since 1450). 

Omissions would be extremely hard to 
pinpoint since so often one is directed to 


other works or to the predecessor of this 
work, and since its compilation entailed 
such a high degree of selectivity and 
critical evaluation. The obvious omissions 
are the books published since 1957 and 
so automatically not within the limitations 
of this volume. Some works in prepara- 
tion are mentioned at least (as items 
characterized as “in preparation” or “in 
progress” as brief notes, as section ad- 
denda or supplements, and, “for reasons 
of editorial convenience,” as entries in 
the Recent History section), and it is in- 
deed regrettable that this could not have 
been done more generally. The very mag- 
nitude of the work obviously precludes its 
being entirely up to date but a great deal 
of importance has been published in the 
last four years. 

The Index, 107 pages of fine print, con- 
sists of authors (personal, a few cor- 
porate) and some subjects with their item 
numbers. It is somewhat inadequate and 
inconvenient to use, although it doubtless 
satisfies the objective (presumably to as- 
semble material in a given subject area 
or even to locate a work by a particular 
author—several works are usually the 
maximum for any one person). The added 
convenience of the subject approach in 
the Index of the work under review does 
not compensate for the lack of the title 
entries which were included in Dutcher. It 
is impossible to locate titles used as entries ` 
for so many sources including serials. 
Many corporate and official authors are 
not given. Some topics are so large as to 
comprise paragraphs of unidentified num- 
bers; obvious topics are not used. There 
are few cross references. Archives, for 
example, takes up 30 lines of numbers 
for items which include documents, official 
gazettes, yearbooks, sessional papers, 
readings in history, inscriptions, addresses, 
presidential papers, manuscripts, journals 
of travel. There is no subject heading for 
manuscripts or documents. Use would be 
facilitated also by arranging index items 
as they occur in the body of the book, 
with AA-ATIT following Z. 

The volume, of smooth-finish paper is 
sturdily bound in blue buckram. Head- 
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ings and italics, in heavy black print, con- 
trast effectively with the fine print of the 
text. Only by utilization of this fine print 
was the book kept within a size which can 
be easily handled and which facilitates 
use. 

This long-awaited “completely new re- 
working of the material in the 1931 edition 
of the famous guide plus new additions 
bringing the work up to date” largely 
substantiates its publisher’s claims. How- 
ever, it can hardly be called up to date. 
The enormous scope it encompasses and 
the large number of persons involved in 
its compilation make it somewhat uneven, 
but the over-all pattern allows for de- 
viations. Incorporation within its Index 
of title entries, more corporate authors, 
and additional subjects as headings or as 
cross references would increase its usabil- 
ity. Even so, the Guide to Historical 
Literature represents critical scholarship 
in its compilation and synthesizes a mass 
of material into a well-organized and use- 
ful volume. Although it is significantly 
larger than its predecessor, limitations 
of space have demanded a high degree of 
selectivity, severe curtailment of annota- 
tions, and supplementary use, as directed, 
of the previous guide, of Winchell, and of 
other bibliographies for older, critical, 
and specialized materials. It should prove 
to be a “valuable aid to students, teachers, 
librarians, and others who seek the most 
satisfactory work for historical studies.” 
As such, it is highly recommended for 
large public and university libraries.

authoritative and timely.” This is a review 
of the 1961 edition of the seven-volume 
set, and for the most part it will note 
changes between the 1955 and 1961 edi- 
tions, since the 1955 edition was the last 
to be reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, January 1956. Previous editions 
reviewed by the Committee are the orig- 
inal, 1929/30, in Subscription Books Bul- 
letin, October 1930; the 1938 edition, in the 


“October 1939 issue; and the 1943 edition in 


the October 1944 issue. 

As stated in the review of the 1955 edi- 
tion “the original edition was adapted 
from a set of similar title sold by the Edu- 
cational Book Company of London. As 
early as 1927 an editorial staff was set up 
by The Grolier Society in New York to 
edit, rewrite and add new material for the 
American edition.” Dr. Lowell A. Martin 
is at present the Editorial Director of The 
Grolier Society with Helen Hynson Mer- 
rick the Editor in Chief of this publication. 
Fifty-five special contributors, with their 
qualifications and the name of the chapter 
for which each was largely responsible, 
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are listed in volume I. Of these, 23 have 
been added to the list which appeared in 
the 1955 edition, while 3 of the latter list 
have been dropped. In addition, since 1955, 
12 men have been appointed to serve as 
“advisers on regional developments.” 
Their names and qualifications are also 
listed in volume L 

Those familiar with past editions of this 
set will note many similarities, Bound the 
same, there are still seven volumes with 
the same geographical divisions, indicated 
on the spine of the volumes. However, 
beginning in 1959, the title page of each 
volume was redesigned. Each title page 
now indicates the areas covered by the 
volume, and these titles do not always 
agree with those which appear on the 
spine of the corresponding volumes. For 
example, the spine of volume II says, 
“Baltic States and Central Europe,” 
whereas the title page indicates that Scan- 
dinavia, Central Europe, and Italy are 
covered in the volume. 

The introductory article in volume I by 
James Ramsey Ullman, “The Country of 
the Kandemor,” has been cut from three 
pages to two, and an Introduction has been 
added by the editor to explain the purpose 
of the set. The Introduction concludes 
with the statement, “It is the hope of the 
editors of Lands and Peoples that these 
seven volumes will shed light on the prob- 
lems that affect all of mankind so deeply 
and stimulate efforts to find solutions.” 

The text, written for the most part in a 
clear, direct style, tells the history and 
geography of each country and something 
about the way of life of the people, includ- 
ing government, religion, occupations and 
industries, food, clothing, and manners and 
customs, in approximately that order. Most 
articles conclude with Facts and Figures, a 
statistical summary. 

However, while scope and arrangement 


of each article are essentially the same as 
in 1955 and before, an eye-catching in- 
novation, begun in 1960, has been applied 
throughout the set in the current edition. 
The editors have redesigned the opening 
pages of each chapter and have presented 
an introductory summary of current in- 
formation about the country, using illus- 
trative material and new typeface for the 
chapter title. In addition each title now 
states clearly the contents of the chapter, 
naming the country first and concluding 
with a descriptive phrase. This is an im- 
provement over the 1955 edition where the 
reverse was true. 

An obvious innovation, even to a casual 
observer, is the change in the type of illus- 
trations used, particularly those in color. 
According to the publisher, “There is less 
emphasis on merely pretty scenery, pic- 
turesque costumes, and the like. Instead, 
the stress is on human beings, how they 
actually live today.” Formerly all colored 
illustrations were the same size and were 
placed on the pages with uniform margins. 
There is now great variety in size as well 
as in placement on the page. Some margins 
are very small, and in some cases plates 
have been bled, giving the set a more mod- 
ern appearance. Some illustrations, both 
black and white as well as color, are 
grouped in a double-page spread with a 
caption for the group. 

Beginning with the 1961 edition some 
new maps have been introduced. Many of 
the layouts, e.g., Portugal, volume I, page 
846, consist of three maps: continental 
location, topographical, and political and 
products. Even if the three-map layout has 
not been used, many of the maps used in 
the 1955 edition have been replaced with 
others that are more up to date, clearer, 
and easier to read. The 1961 edition also 
includes a few special maps: city maps of 
London and Paris showing famous land- 
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marks, the Acropolis of Athens, and the 
Nile delta. Volume I contains a double- 
page combination of maps and charts of 
the British Commonwealth, and volume VI 
contains a chart of the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way. 

The Index at the end of volume VII has 
been expanded from 45 to 55 pages. It in- 
cludes new headings and expanded cov- 
erage under existing headings. (Entries 
under trade have been increased from 5 to 
50; pottery, from 12 to 21.) With the ex- 
pansion, however, some geographical divi- 
sions of subheadings have been dropped. 

Many political entries have been changed 
with appropriate cross-references. One 
now finds Vietnam, Cambodia, and Laos in 
the Index and a cross-reference from In- 
dochina to each of the three. The main 
entry for Russia is under “Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics,” and Siam is now 
under “Thailand.” One error was noted. If 
the reader looks up Dutch East Indies, a 
cross-reference sends him to “East Indies” 
where the entry is see Indonesia, Malaya. 

One feature has not changed in format. 
All articles on countries or regions still 
conclude with the page Facts and Figures, 
where statistical information is presented 
under the headings: The Country, Gov- 
ernment, Commerce and Industries, Com- 
munications, Religion and Education, and 
Chief Cities. These pages have been re- 
vised, but dates for statistics are not usual- 
ly given, and no sources are stated. Ap- 
parently figures dealing with population 
have been rounded off. Those for the 
United States, for the most part, agree with 
preliminary, but not final, 1960 census 
figures. Population figures for other coun- 
tries are different from those quoted in 
sources for which the date is given. 

Summarizing changes of the past five 
years statistically as reported by the pub- 
lisher, one finds 27 new articles—10 writ- 
ten in 1956, 2 in 1957, 4 in 1959, 6 in 1960, 
and 5 in 1961. All others have had either 
major or minor revisions. However, 
changes have been made so that corre- 
sponding articles in the new edition are 
the same length as in the old, and pages 
which have not been changed are num-

bered the same in both editions. More than 
half of the color pages have been replaced, 
and 40 per cent of the black-and-white 
illustrations have been replaced at least 
once since 1955. 

Hydroelectric projects is a new subject 
since 1955 and will undoubtedly be of 
more use than the two articles, Spinners 
and Weavers and My Lord the Elephant, 
dropped to make room for it. This is true 
also of a third article, Donkey-work, 
omitted to make room for expanded mate- 
rial on South American countries. 

All of the new articles have been signed 
by the special contributors who, according 
to their biographical notes, are well quali- 
fied to write the particular articles. How- 
ever, some of the articles are anonymous, 
and no bibliographies have been included. 
Material from the publisher indicates 
sources used by the editors in writing the 
introductory summaries of the articles. 
Otherwise no sources are given.

that “the 12 full-page color plates which 
accompany the article are identical with 
those found in the 1943 edition.” It is in- 
teresting to note what has been done with 
this same article in the 1961 edition. All 
of the color plates have now been replaced, 
but of the 14 pages now in color, only two 
illustrations could be called full page. The 
rest are small, of excellent quality, and 
portray aspects of Japanese life today. 
Twelve of the fifteen black-and-white 
illustrations, reported to be new in 1955, 
are the same. The three which were 
dropped were replaced with only two. The 
map, new in 1955, is the same. The text 


material. has been revised slightly. The. 


two-page introductory summary is new. 
Of the remaining ten pages (or part 
pages) containing text, seven are un- 
changed while the others contain minor 
changes, primarily the omission of dated 
sentences or paragraphs. In the 1955 edi- 
tion 1853 was mentioned in three places as 
the date Perry “opened up” Japan. In the 
1961 edition the date has been changed to 
1854 in two of the three places to make 
the text agree with recent encyclopedia 
reports of the event. 

Comparison of articles on Korea (1943 
and 1955) as reported in Subscription 
Books Bulletin revealed “no change in 
text except in the paragraph of introduc- 
tion and on the last two and a half pages 
which have been rewritten to include ref- 
erences to 1953 events.” In comparing the 
current article with the 1955, one finds ten 
of eleven black-and-white illustrations 
{including the map) the same, and six 
pages containing text with no change. The 
two-page summary of recent events is 
completely new, and another page has 
been revised considerably. 

Eleven chapters of the 1961 edition were 
compared with part of a 1940 edition that 
was available. Only six color plates re- 
main unchanged whereas all black-and- 
white illustrations are new. As for the 
text, three of the eleven articles are com- 
pletely new. However, in the other eight, 
though revised considerably, whole pages 
of the text remain exactly the same as in 
the 1940 edition. 


As indicated previously, makeup of 
pages of colored illustrations has been 
changed. Format of pages of those articles. 
written in 1960/61 has likewise been 
changed. Boldface is now used for both 
running heads and paragraph headings, 
contrasting sharply with the unrevised 
pages which still have centered running 
heads and paragraph headings in italics. 
In many of the articles running heads for 
the same article vary, depending upon 
whether pages have been revised. Descrip- 
tive running heads instead of country 
names in the older format make individual 
volumes difficult to consult, e.g., volume I, 
The Heartbeat of Europe for Germany and 
Europe’s Oldest Kingdom for Denmark. 

The quality of color illustrations varies. 
The new ones for the most part are excel- 
lent, although a few in volumes I and VI 
are not sharply in focus. Among the old 
ones there is variation in color and sharp- 
ness of detail. Most of those in the 1961 
edition appear to be lighter and to have 
truer color than corresponding plates of 
the 1955 edition, while a few are lighter 
and less sharp in detail, The contrast be- 
tween the new illustrations and the old is 
particularly noticeable in volume VI where 
some articles about the United States are 
newly illustrated and others retain the old 
full-page illustrations. Furthermore, it is 
disappointing to find only black-and-white 
illustrations in the new articles on Paris 
(volume I) and Canada’s parks (volume 
VI) whereas London and United States 
parks both have many colored illustra- 
tions. 

In the past the set has been recom- 
mended as suitable for school children 
from sixth grade up as well as for adults. 
This is still true primarily because it has 
many illustrations. It is questionable how 
interesting to average younger readers 
some of the text would be, particularly 
that from some of the new summaries and. 
one of the new articles. While an older 
student or an adult could understand the 
language, an average sixth grader might 
have trouble with an article containing 
such words as “bestrides,” “capricious,” . 
“Thameside,” and “microcosm.”

Encyclopedic Dictionary of Business Fi- 
nance.

The purpose of this work, according to 
the Preface, is “(1) to give non-technical 
easy-to-read explanations; (2) to present 
comprehensive treatment of key terms in 
each of the fields or subjects covered; - (3) 
to include how-to-do material where the 
word or phrase entails financial practice, 
(4) to illustrate with forms and figures 
when financial principles can best be 
clarified by a demonstration of their ap- 
plication.” 

The Encyclopedic Dictionary of Business 
Finance is a dictionary in that it gives 
definitions and explanations of financial 
terms and phrases. It is an encyclopedia 
in that it gives plans, methods, and appli- 
cations—the how, as well as the what, 
when, where, and why of financial matters. 

Its comprehensiveness is indicated by 
the broad fields its Preface claims it cov- 
ers: banking, capital structure, capitaliza- 
tion, collections, commodities markets, 
credit, financial law, financial manage- 
ment, financial planning, financial reports, 
foreign trade, investments, mathematics of 
finance, methods of financing, personal fi- 
nance, securities markets, sources of finan- 
cial information, and trusts. 
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Of these 18 fields, only 8 appear as main 
entries. The others have cognate entries, 
and the material can be found even though 
the wording of the Preface is not used. 

The publishers claim 1,223 entries in all. 
These range from two- or three-line defi- 
nitions (Commodity Surplus, Board of 
Governors) to articles several pages long 
(Bankruptcy, Interest). 

The book was prepared by the editorial 
staff of Prentice-Hall. The Preface states 
that outside authorities reviewed the arti- 
cles, but no individual names are given. 

There is no statement made that this 
book has any relation to the same publish- 
ers’ Encyclopedic Dictionary of Business 
(Englewood Cliffs: Prentice-Hall, 1952), 
but a comparison of the two books shows 
that much of the material in the new vol- 
ume is either reprinted from or directly 
based on that in the older title. 

The objectives as quoted in the first 
paragraph above are word-for-word as 
they are given in the 1952 title except that 
the term “business practice” is used in- 
stead of “financial practice” in the state- 
ment of the third objective in the older 
book. The latter added a fifth objective, 
“to point out how to prevent legal diff- 
culties where the term deals with a matter 


that might easily lead to such difficulties.” 
The last two paragraphs of the Preface are 
exactly the same in both books. ‘ 

A comparison of the first pages of the 
two books shows that the following articles 
are exactly the same: Abeyance, Abstract 
of Title, Acceleration Clause, Accident In- 
surance, Account, Account Stated, Ac- 
counting, and Accounts Payable. The arti- 
cle Accommodation Paper has been rewrit- 
ten, but the information is the same. 

Entries in the 1952 volume that do not 
appear as such in the 1960 volume are 
Abrogation, Absorption of Charges, Abut- 
ting, Access, Accountancy, and Account- 
ant. Entries in the 1980 volume not in the 
1952 are Acceptance (a long detailed arti- 
cle), Accommodation Trades, Accord and 
Satisfaction, Accountant’s Certificates, and 
Accounting Cycle. 

The old volume, as the title indicates, 
seems to be a reference book for general 
business, whereas the newer one justifies 
the change in title by being more truly a 
reference book in the field of finance. As 
an example, articles in the older volume 
which have been omitted in the new are 
the payroll journal, forms of address in 
writing letters, information about the 
states, methods and charts for job evalua- 
tion, examples of sales letters, tips on mak- 
ing foreign business trips, proofreading, 
court procedures, and ways of sealing 
packages. Articles in the new volume 
which are not in the old are Profit Plan- 
ning, The Dow Theory, Fitch Investors’ 
Service, and Marketing Quota. The article 
Income Tax has been expanded and com- 
pletely rewritten. 

A sampling indicates that about one 
third of the material is new. However, 
important innovations in the field are 
omitted. One looks in vain for information 
about computers and calculating machines, 
for GATT (General Agreement on Tariffs

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and Trade), and for the tax law of 1958, 
even though these topics are discussed in 
general encyclopedias. Other definitions 
one would expect to find in a book on fi- 
nancial practices are either lacking or 
difficult to find. For instance, there is no 
reference to the term back order. The 
definition of Debit is inadequate—“The 
left side of the ledger account in double- 
entry bookkeeping.” Quit claim deed is 
defined in the article Real Estate Closing, 
but there is no cross-reference leading the 
reader to it. Del credere agent is discussed 
in the article Agency but again, with no 
cross-reference. 

A person who wished to identify the 
deduction F.I.A.C. on his payroll check 
might spend quite a long time finding the 
information in this book. The abbreviation 
is not identified, although there is a cross- 
reference under Federal Insurance Con- 
tributions Act. If he looked for “Payroll 
deductions,” he would find, under Payroll 
Taxes, another cross-reference. Both ref- 
erences eventually lead to Old Age, Sur- 
vivor, and Disability Insurance and to 
Federal Unemployment Tax. Under these 
two headings he would find a fairly ade- 
quate explanation of the tax. 

There are few books in the field with 
which to compare this one. It is more 
specialized both in purpose and in scope 
than Clark, Dictionary of Business and 
Finance (New York: Crowell, 1957). The 
latter is simply a dictionary with concise 
definitions of terms and lacks the encyclo- 
pedic features that are found in the Pren- 
tice-Hall book. 

It is not so comprehensive or so tech- 
nical as Munn, Encyclopedia of Banking 
and Finance (Boston: Bankers Pub. Co., 
1949-1955). The two books cost approxi- 
mately the same, but Munn has twice as 
many entries. According to the stated 
purpose in the prefaces, the field of the 
two works is the same. However, Munn 
gives more complete information and con- 
tains many bibliographies. For example, 
comparison of a typical article, Federal 
Reserve System, shows the article in the 
Prentice-Hall volume is a simple explana- 
tion two columns long. The article in 
Munn is three and a half pages, is exten- 


sive, discussing the structure of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System and the laws under 
which it operates, and includes a map and 
a bibliography. The Dow-Jones Averages 
article in the Prentice-Hall book has two 
short paragraphs explaining in a very gen- 
eral way how the averages are obtained; 
Munn in an article of three pages goes into 
great detail, giving examples of how dif- 
ferent averages are worked out and how 
they are combined. Bank in Prentice-Hall 
is little more than a definition. Munn has 
a detailed article four pages long, giving 
the derivation of the word, a history of 
banks, different kinds of banks, and a long 
bibliography on all aspects of banking. 

The Encyclopedic Dictionary of Business 
Finance is easy to use. It is printed in 
clear type on paper of good quality. It 
opens flat on the table. 

There are a great many cross-refer- 
ences. These are indicated by capitals 
within the article itself and also by see 
references at the end of the article. How- 
ever, as has been indicated, some neces- 
sary cross-references have been omitted. 
Entry has no reference to Accounting, 
Closing Entries, or Adjustment Entries. 
There is no cross-reference from Corpora- 
tion to Incorporation or vice versa. 

The illustrations are in the form of tables 
and charts which should be useful. For 
example, there is a complete table of ali- 
quot parts broken down to sixty-fourths; 
a sample time schedule for preparing an 
annual report; and a mark-up table and a 
profit-percentage table. These illustrations 
comprise about ten per cent of the text. 
There is no index to them, and in some 
cases this makes them hard to find. 

The style and language are simple and 
nontechnical and could be easily under- 
stood by high school business students. For 
example, the articles Agency, Bailment, 
and Registered Bonds have very good, 
simple explanations. 

A few minor defects which will doubt- 
less be corrected in later revisions were 
found. For example, the Table of Foreign 
Monetary Units on pages 280 and 281 omits 
the countries beginning with “A” and “B” 
and starts with Canada.

By the 
Editors of Life and Rand McNally. New

The Life Pictorial Atlas of the World is = 
presented as “a new and entirely different. 
kind of atlas, one designed to be not only 
a valuable collection of reference maps: 
but a provocative guide toward under- 
standing man’s world in the space age.” 
It combines Rand McNally maps with 
photographs and other pictorial material 
from, or presented in the style of, Life 
magazine, together with brief aceompany- 
ing text. 

Three prominent professors of geog- 
raphy in American universities served as 
an advisory board and two others as con- 
sulting editors for Life and Rand McNally. 


“The editorial staffs of the atlas are also 


listed in two columns, one for Time In- 
corporated, the other for Rand McNally & 
Company. Two Ph.D. degrees in the latter 
group are the only special distinctions 
noted. Picture credits are noted on the 
last page of the volume and include world- 
famous photographers such as Margaret 
Bourke-White and Dmitri Kessel. 

While the atlas as such is a new pub- 
lication, it is noted that “most of the ter- 
rain and political maps [were] originally 
developed by editors of World Book En- 
cyclopedia and Rand MeNally.” Most of 
the maps in the atlas are designated by 
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Rand McNally as CM series, while some 
are CN series. 

Among the novel features of the atlas 

“are numerous color photographs from 
various angles and distances of a large 
globe by S. G. Berman and Kenneth Fagg, 
claimed to be the most authentic replica 
of the earth ever made. Other unusual 
features are drawings (also by Kenneth 
Fagg) of the various oceans (except the 
Indian) as they would appear if the water 
were removed, showing and naming the 
various undersea features and incorporat- 
ing new data gathered during the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year. 

The introductory section of 32 pages on 
the Universe, the Earth, and Man and the 
Earth is a combination of vivid, some 
might say lurid, artist’s drawings of such 
subjects as the spectrum of the sun, the 
earth’s core, and the origins of weather, 
with more conventional distribution maps 
on such topics as climate zones and ocean 
currents, rainfall, diet, population, and 
languages and religions. There are a well- 
dene, double-page color painting of land 
forms of the earth and a table of the 
world’s outstanding physical features. 
There are also a moon map and an ex- 
planation of eclipses and tides. One page 
is devoted to a general key to terrain and 
vegetation, showing the vegetation sym- 
bols used in terrain maps later in the vol- 
ume, with several lines of description and 
a small photograph illustrative of each 
type. 

The atlas proper occupies 400 pages and 
is regionally arranged. Each section and 
major subsection is introduced with a 
photograph of the appropriate section of 
the large globe. These photographs vary 
in scale and angle and are indeed striking. 
Then follow selected photographs, usually 
in large format, to give some impression of 
characteristic scenes of the region. After 


the photographs follow the maps of the 
various states or countries encompassed 
in the region. These maps are of various 
types as described more fully below. 

For Canada and the United States, po- 
litical maps are emphasized. Each state 
and each province (except for New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward Island, and Nova 
Scotia, which are combined) has a full- 
page political map, regardless of its area 
or importance. Thus Delaware is mapped 
at the lavish scale of 8 miles to the inch, 
while California is mapped at 59 miles to 
the inch, with 3 insets covering areas of 
special interest at about 15 miles to the 
inch. As is customary and justifiable, the 
northern parts of most Canadian provinces 
are included only on inset maps and at a 
smaller scale than that used for the main 
settled portions. 

A fairly comprehensive collection of 
place names appears on these political 
maps. Selected roads, including the new 
interstate highways where completed, are 
also included here, but not railroads. The 
state political maps are for the most part 
similar in size and layout to Rand Me- 
Nally’s earlier Cosmo series, but there are 
several important differences. The fea- 
tured state or province is uniformly tinted 
light. yellow, which makes for better visi- 
bility. Different. type faces are used, less 
attractive but about equal in ‘legibility. 
The relief shading characteristic of the 
Cosmo series is omitted. All in all, these 
maps are usable but completely undis- 
tinguished. a r 8 | 

Facing each political map is a terrain 
map on a somewhat smaller scale. It 
shows vegetation type by a color key, and 
hills and mountains by shading. A brief 
key identifying all the colorings used. on 
each particular map accompanies that 
map; for fuller description one may turn 
to the general key on page 29.

maps for the United States and Canada 
(which are designated CN series) do not 
include bordering areas, whether land or 
water. They show selected cities and a 
few of the most important railroads. A 
still smaller map on the same page depicts 
the economy of each state or province, 
using colors for major agricultural types 
and small pictorial symbols for manufac- 
turing and mining. A few statistics, both 
geographical and economic, are given, 
along with a brief descriptive text stress- 
ing economic factors. To complete the 
double-page spread of map material on 
each state, one or more special maps or 
diagrams illustrate some selected inter- 
esting or significant topic, for instance, 
fault zones for California, gold mining for 
Colorado, oil domes and pipe lines for 
Texas, delta formation for Louisiana, and 
coal for West Virginia. These special maps 
or diagrams are not listed in the table of 
contents, and since not all relate to specific 
states, they may be hard to find. The vari- 
ous states of the United States are ar- 
ranged in seven regions from West to East 
and alphabetically within regions. Ohio 
thus falls between the two Dakotas in the 
Midwest ‘section. 

Tn the treatment of areas outside Canada 
and the United States the emphasis shifts 
from the political to the terrain maps. The 
CM terrain series used for Latin America 
and the Eastern Hemisphere includes with 
equal detail all areas shown within the 
map rectangle, not merely the featured 
political division. Since the terrain maps 
have become the main maps, more place 
names are included. The inclusion of rail- 
roads is also more comprehensive. There 
are still political maps of each continent 
and for a few selected areas of special im- 
portance which the editors evidently 
wished to show on a larger scale and with 
more place names, This additional cover- 
age of political maps is fairly good for 
South America and extremely spotty else- 
where; Southern Scandinavia is the only 
European area so selected. The map of 
France does not show départements but 
only the names of historical provinces 
whose boundaries are not shown. 


The economic maps and the small spe- 
cial maps and diagrams are continued” 
throughout the atlas and continue to be 
appropriate and interesting but unindexed 
—the English Channel showing the tunnel 
proposal, wine regions of France, the for- 
mation of fjords in Norway, the partitions 
and later boundary changes of Poland, 
and a walled town in the desert for Libya. 

A 161-page Index completes the volume. 
In addition to the map page and marginal 
key location, the index entries give the 
population of inhabited places and political 
areas. Places in the United States are 
located by county as well as by state and 
have 1960 census figures. However, the 
second figure, for metropolitan area popu- 
lation, given for some United States cities 
bears no visible relation to the corre- 
sponding census figures, being regularly 
larger than the census “urbanized area” 
figures and often larger than the “standard 
metropolitan statistical area” figure. Popu- 
lations of countries given in the Index 
commonly disagree with those in the body 
of the atlas. Physical features are dis- 
tinguished by italics in the Index. Cross- 
references from one form of name to 
another are included, e.g., Benares see 
Banaras. Unfortunately, the oceano- 
graphic features which are among the 
more unusual types of map information in 
the atlas are not indexed. 

Except for the Index, the volume is 
printed on a coated paper which is. prob- 
ably necessary for good reproduction of 
the illustrations but which produces an- 
noying reflections under. many lighting 
conditions. Many of the illustrations are 
bled, and page numbers are omitted on 
these pages: The sturdite binding seems 
to be serviceable; rebinding would be un- 
satisfactory because of the numerous 
double-page maps, globe views, and pho- 
tographs. 

The Life Pictorial Atlas of the World 
only partially lives up to its aims. The 
globe views and the oceanographic maps 
do provide new insights. With few excep- 
tions photographs range from good to ex- 
cellent in quality. Some are very success- 
ful in giving impressions of the areas de-

picted, for instance that of grain elevators 
and a wheat field in Saskatchewan or that 
of mountains and veldt in South Africa. 
However, it is, of course, not possible to 
cover the entire earth in any serious way 
in 102 photographs. Maps are the most 
important feature of any atlas, and the 
maps here are not what one would expect 
in a $30 volume. Insofar as political maps 
are included, they are generally fairly 
adequate but quite unattractive. The ter- 
rain maps show more imagination but are 
not uniformly successful. It is often dif- 
ficult to read names against the darker 
colors or amid strong mountain shadow- 
ing. The different colorings are not always 
easy to distinguish. Two peculiarities of 
the terrain maps are that areas below sea 
level are shown in white, regardless of 
their vegetation, and that a lighter blue 
verging on white is used for those parts of 
water areas bordering on land. This lighter 
area is of more or less uniform width and 
is not an actual indication of the extent of 
shallow water. In no part of the atlas is 
there an attempt to keep a few standard 
scales; for instance, the seven maps which 
between them cover Africa are on the 
scales of 162, 112, 185, 145, 182, 170, and 162 
miles to the inch. Scales used for many 
important countries are far from generous 
in a work of these pretentions, e.g., 63 
miles to the inch for France. 

The Life Pictorial Atlas of the World is 
a showy work of uneven quality. Because 
the terrain maps, especially of mountain- 
ous countries, are better for giving an im- 
pression than for locating a specific place; 
because the special maps, though interest- 
ing and relevant, are unpredictable; and 
because so much of the work is devoted to 
photographs, the Life Pictorial Atlas of the 
World ranks more highly as a book for 
study than as a reference book. It is rec- 
ommended for home use where cost is not 


a primary factor and for supplementary 
use in libraries.

Adventures of Giorgio. Ernest Kleinberg

Vernazza, a small, isolated Italian fishing vil- 
lage of 900 souls, is the home of eleven-year- 
old Giorgio. Life here is too quiet for the 
young dreamer, so, following a humiliating 
incident at school resulting from his ignor- 
ance, he runs away to Genoa, 60 miles north. 
Here he sees the busy seaport but cannot join 
a ship’s crew because of youth and inex- 
perience. He also visits memorials to Chris- 
topher Columbus and is impressed with the 
importance of knowledge, before a friendly 
city official returns him to his home. This 
charming story with a message for children 
is no less interesting for adults. Colorful 
scenes of Genoa and Vernazza, a thirteenth- 
century stronghold against the Saracens, add 
to the appeal of this refreshing film for all 
audiences.

WCAU-TV News Director Charles Shaw is 
host to a discussion about the censorship of 
books inspired by the recent court injunction 
against the distribution in Philadelphia of 
Henry Miller’s Tropic of Cancer. This is a 
film transcription from video tape of the 
“Camera at large” program of November 26, 
1961 in which the following people are inter- 
viewed: law professor James Paul, psychia- 
trist James Harris, Congresswoman Kathryn 
Granahan, attorney Jack Justice of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, librarian Emerson 
Greenaway, bookseller W. W. Watson, Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court Justice Michael 
Musmanno, and Judge Vincent Carroll. Shaw’s 
introduction recalls previous banned books 
and limits the program’s discussion to literary 
censorship on moral grounds. Professor Paul 
analyzes the legal implications of censorship, 
pey laiis Harris discusses the possible ae 
ects of this particular book on members of a 
community, and he and Mrs. Granahan sub~ 
mit definitions of obscenity. Greenaway states 
the library’s book selection policy which jus- 
tified purchase, while Justice Musmanno and 
Judge Carroll give their reasons for banning 
the k. The addition of a library borrow- 
er’s opinion and a literary critic would have 
made this report of a community cross section 
on a book selection problem even more com- 
lete. Admittedly the technical quality of this 
—the poor lighting of the at-your-desk 
interviews, the process of newsreel film to 
video tape to film again—leaves much to be 


desired.

The Šim shows how 
effective this blue-helmeted soldier has been 
in enforcing U.N. decisions by reviewing the 
situations where he has been actively en- 
gaged, including the Congo with its complex 
problems of police action. Cooke again makes 
a fine presentation in explaining and inter- 
preting the delicate and precarious role of 
the U.N. and problems of world peace. Rec- 
ommended for general audiences. 


The mischief makers (Les mistons). Di- 
rected by François Truffaut.

The fact that this is a remarkable example of 
flm art (its director subsequently achieved 
fame with The 400 blows) should not over- 
shadow its importance as a work of consider- 
able psychological insight. As an object les- 
son in the understanding of adolescent be- 
havior it is far superior to most traditional 
didactic films that have attempted the same 
end. An adult narrator describes how, in his 
early teens, while growing up in a French 


provincial town, he and his friends tormented 
a girl a little older than themselves. Having 
just acquired a boy friend, she is already part 
of the adult world, a world of sex to ch 
the boys aspire but to which they have not 
yet been admitted. They exorcise their jeal- 
ous frustration in sniggering voyeurism and 
petty pranks in persecution of the young 
couple. With the accidental death of the 
young man their lives change. The girl walks 
alone with her memories; the boys grow 
older and their compulsive infatuation re- 
cedes in importance. The film refiects the 
existentialist viewpoint and offers no pat solu- 
tion. Its value lies rather in its sympathetic 
understanding of boyhood memories. 
evocative, compassionate understatement is 
recommended to all who want to understand 
and recall what adolescence was really like. 
Teachers, parents, and youth workers can 
gain a great deal from it. 


The neighboring shore. Sextant. Distribu- 
tor: Brandon Films, 200 W. 57th St., N.Y.

Selections from Walt Whitman’s poetry are 
interpreted visually through striking wood- 
cuts by Antonio Frasconi, with music by 
Marvin David Low. This film is enjoyable 
and exciting as a purely aesthetic experience 
in which color, music, and narration are well 
integrated to produce an effect of haunting 
beauty. At first the artistry of the woodcuts 
may occupy so much of the viewer’s attention 
that only towards the end does he respond to 
the concepts in the narration. Imaginative 
program planners, however, will find the film 
provocative for discussion of Whitman’s ideas 
about America’s complex society and unreal- 
ized potentialities, the dignity of man, appre- 
ciation of the world about us, and inter- 
national relations and brotherhood. Such lines 
as “Whoever degrades another, degrades me” 
and “I am terrified of the earth, it grows 
sweet things out of corruption” would serve 
as starting points for discussion. A display of 
children’s books illustrated by Frasconi would 

rovide an interesting addition to a program 
Pighlighting the film’s artistic merits.

Most of the 
film shows the poet in the setting of his 
solitary Vermont cabin, and as he recites ex- 
ts from some of his best-loved 
i the tum OF thé sessona:from fall to 
spring, camera beautifully translates the 
tic image into visual terms. There is a 
rief sequence showing Frost in informal con~ 
versation with students during one of his an- 
nual visits to the college campuses of America. 
The producers have wisely let the poems 
speak for themselves to a great extent. Narra- 
tion is brief and prosaic, and unfortunately 
the commentator’s voice is in unpleasant con- 
trast to Frost’s and tends to disturb the mood 
of serenity of the film. This will have a vari- 
ety of uses: as a sensitive introduction to 
poetry or as a travel or nature film for its 
nostalgic evocation of the New England pas- 
toral landscape.

They 
comprise an “international team of dedi- 
cated microscopists—English, Scotch, Ca- 
nadian, South African, French, German, 
Swiss, Dutch, Swedish, Japanese and 
American,” representing 53 different or- 
ganizations and claimed by the publisher 
to be the “most eminent authorities in the 
world.” A search reveals that of the 49 
contributing authors from the United 
States over half are listed in American 
Men of Science. The reliability of the 
volume is further substantiated by the 
affiliation which the authors have with 
many of the country’s leading universities, 
research laboratories, hospitals, and indus- 
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Wholesale Booksellers to Libraries since 1628 
Hillside, NJ, (4 hour from New York City) 
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tries; these include the University of Cali- 
fornia: Medical Center, Stanford Research 
Institute, Battelle Memorial Institute, Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory, Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, and Bausch & Lomb, 
Incorporated. 

The purpose of this compilation is not 
clearly stated, but it evidently intends to 
bring together authoritative reviews of 
present knowledge concerning the history, 
technique, and instrumentation of all 
forms and types of microscopy. The level 
of treatment is beyond comprehension by 
the general reader, but it will be under- 
stood by persons at the college level and 
by those whose interests center on this 
subject and its application in biology, 
medicine, engineering, physics, and allied 
sciences. While specific applications are 
subsidiary to the general discussion of 
technique, they are necessarily involved 
but not on a systematic basis; some areas 
of medicine and industry are specifically 
cited, such as pathology, plastics, pulp and 
paper, and mineralogy and metallography, 
though the latter only by cross-reference 
to portions of several sections. 

This work is perhaps better character- 
ized as a review text than as an encyclope- 
dia, for the latter term implies organiza- 





tion for referral to specific data or infor- 
mation; such an approach is almost wholly 
lacking here. The book is divided accord- 


| ing to 26 types of microscopy, alphabeti- 
| cally arranged: Autoradiography, Chemi- 
| cal Microscopy, and Electron: Microscopy 


through Ultraviolet Microscopy and X- 


| Ray Microscopy. Within each division, 
| there are from one to thirty-one sections, 


also alphabetically arranged, plus cross- 


| reference titles. For example; Stereoscopic 


Microscopy has the following. sections: 
“Basic Design, Operation and Use,” “Engi- 
neering Microscope, See Light (Optical) 
Microscopy, p. 434,” and “Solid-Image 
Microscope.” Each text section. is signed, 
and reference may be made to the list of 
contributors for affiliation though not for 
specific position. 

Except for the cross-reference. titles 
exemplified above, there are no other re- 
ferrals to related material, and there is 
no index of any kind. Thus, related mate- 
rials are not tied together. Although the 
book will provide good grounding in a 
general area, it cannot be used for quick 
reference. In seeking information one must 
scan the Contents, selecting. the most ap- 
propriate division and sections, and then 
page through in hopes of finding the de- 
sired coverage of fact. 

The majority of articles conclude. with 
a list of references. References vary from 
3 to considerably over 100, with publica- 
tion dates ranging from the 1900’s to the 
present time. The section Refraction of 
Light, Refractometry and Interferometry, 
subtopic History of Light Refraction, con- 
tains references from the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries up to and including 
1960. As with most works containing con- 
tributed sections, the bibliographies vary 
in form and specificity. Some are confined 
to a few general texts, while others list 
many journal articles, including foreign- 
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No other encyclopedia is as modern, up-to-date and useful!

language references. Bibliographic details 
are, with few exceptions, adequate for 
identification. In a few instances, authors 
refer cursorily in the text to reports and 
developments, perhaps giving name and 
date, without further:citation information. 
In general, however, leads to further read- 
ing are plentiful and encouraging. 

Omissions will undoubtedly be discov- 
ered by specialists, each in his own area, 
although the coverage appears to be quite 
reasonably comprehensive. The sections 
on fluorescence microscopy and forensic 
microscopy should have been more com- 
prehensive since these are both major 
fields of microscopy: One curious gap re- 
lates to staining, the technique by means 
of which tissues, bacteria, and metallo- 
graphic inclusions may be visually differ- 
entiated.

Given some attention to staining, illustra- 
tions in color would have contributed 
much to the work; in one case, at least, it 
was necessary to show red-stained por- 
tions of a section by arrows. The volume 
is well bound in light gray buckram with 
erisp letterpress and ample margins and 
is sewn for flat opening. 

The Encyclopedia of Microscopy brings 
together a large amount of information, 
well written by competent authorities on 
a quite specialized subject. Its usefulness 
will be recognized by advanced students 
and practitioners who wish to obtain gen-

Comprehensive, authoritative, and up- 
to-date coverage of the entire range of the 
biological sciences is the purpose of this 
reference work. It aims at satisfying the 
informational needs of the professional 
biologist in fields other than his own small 
specialty, of the student and the teacher 
in high school and beyond, of librarians, 
and of laymen wishing more than popu- 
larized or general accounts. Applied bio- 
logical sciences are omitted. It is stated in 
the Introduction that behavioral sciences 
are included only as they relate to ani- 
mals, not as animals relate to them. “Thus 
there are articles on AGGRESSION, 
MATING DANCE, and the like, but none 
on the rat in any of its numerous applica- 
tions to psychological research.”—Intro- 
duction. In organizing the work, the edi- 
tor divided and subdivided the field into 
component parts, with the advice of col- 
leagues, before obtaining contributors for 
the more than 800 articles. The editor, 
Peter Gray, is head of the Department of 
Biological Sciences, University of Pitts- 
burgh and has written several zoology 
texts and handbooks. He acted as a sec- 
tion editor for Biological Abstracts, di- 
rected the research projects office for the 
Office of Science Research and Develop- 
ment in World War m, and served at sev- 
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eral other English and American institu- 
tions. His 494 contributors (listed with 


affiliations and contributions) are care- 


fully chosen and eminently qualified; 
typically well known are Dobzhansky 
(Genetics), Romer (Chordata), and 
Stunkard (Platyhelminthes). Each arti- 
cle is signed by full names. 

The treatment, by and large, is from the 
academic or scholarly point of view. Thus, 
the horse, chicken, or spruce tree is con- 
sidered not by itself, but in its place with- 
in the taxonomic structure and as repre- 
sentative of it. In all instances where 
appropriate, the first sentence or two pro- 
vide a brief definition. Styles of writing, 
though showing individual characteristics 
and viewpoints, are uniformly scholarly; 
the casual or beginning user will fre- 
quently find the language somewhat diffi- 
cult. 

Cross-references are provided within 
the text in the form of relevant words in 
small capitals, this being done (according 
to the editor) only when significantly use- 
ful. Appended to nearly all articles are 
bibliographies of books and articles, 
largely of quite recent date. The editor, 
although permitting some omission of arti- 
cle titles, has stressed bibliographic com- 





pleteness and consistency, for which li- 
brarians will be grateful. 

Illustrations (all black and white) have 
been kept to a minimum, being used only 
when necessary to clarify the text; in 
general the choices are adequate. How- 
ever, sources of illustrations are more 
often omitted than not. 

Brief biographical articles are provided 
for well-known biologists (none living, so 
far as was noted). Some of these are 
signed (many by the editor); some are 
not, and many of the signers are not listed 
among the contributors. Choice of biog- 
raphees is good, though omissions can al- 
ways be ferreted out in such compilations 
(i.e, Audubon, E. B. Wilson). 

Several sections will prove particularly 
interesting and useful to librarians. An 
article of over four columns lists Names, 
Group, Gender and Juvenile; here one 
learns the correct terms for the males, 
females, the young, and the collective 
nouns for groups of many animals. A 25- 
page directory of biological societies lists 
187 organizations in 37 countries, with ad- 
dresses; detailed data (description, his- 
tory, activities) was obtained firsthand by 
the editor through questionnaires. An in- 
formative four-page article Biological 
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Literature, written by the Director of 
Biological Abstracts, reviews the develop- 
ment and forms of scientific publishing, its 
volume, and current efforts in mechaniza- 
tion of production and retrieval. 

Construction of the Index is admitted by 
the editor to have been his hardest task. 
His criteria for inclusion therein were 
genuine usefulness to the reader and truly 
biological relevance. For other scientific 
terminology, the reader is expected to 
refer to more general sources such as a 
standard dictionary. A system of small 
capitals and boldface numerals points up 
articles of primary significance. Only 
through the Index will access be had to 
material by common name—the baboon, 
cabbage, or birch tree. Some inconsist- 
encies were noted, however. One may 
reach Echinodermata via “Sea-star” (but 
not starfish) and will find nothing on sea- 
horses. Under Bats in the Index one is 
given the page for Chiroptera, but robins 
and apples are unavailable (though a 
cross-section picture of the latter aids the 
exposition Fruit). 

Some limitations will have been in- 
ferred from the foregoing. For the non- 
specialist and beginner in biology, con- 
siderable digging and orientation would 
be required for a term paper. One finds 
excellent reviews of the physiologic sys- 
tems but not always an article on specific 
organs; thus, Eye but not ear, and Teeth 
but not taste. The functional is subordi- 
nated to the structural as far as access is 
concerned. From the foregoing it can be 
seen that the beginner may find The En- 
cyclopedia of the Biological Sciences rath- 
er difficult to use. However, success in a 
work of this breadth is always tempered; 
while one professional will be delighted 
by the succinct and up-to-date reviews 
provided, another will be annoyed by 
omissions and emphases personally signif- 
icant to him. It is estimated that roughly

general. Length of articles ranges from a 
few lines to six or more pages. 
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The volume opens flat and is sturdily 
bound in light but easily soiled buckram. 
Typography, including full-entry finding 
guides on each page-top, article, and sec- 
tion heading, is generally pleasing. The 
placement of page numbers next to the 
top inner margins is awkward, however. 

Within the editor’s realization that “it 
is impossible to please everyone,” the 
work provides a convenient, comprehen- 
sive, and scholarly treatment of the major 
areas and concepts of the biological sci- 
ences. Through its Index, cross-refer- 
ences, and bibliographies, access to the 
facts contained in the volume is made 
easy, and further aids are suggested which 
provide for a great host of topics on which 
information may commonly be required. 
Some omissions will be noted by special- 
ists, and the amateur may find the work 
dificult to use. However, the authorita- 
tive panel of contributors and breadth of 
scope are not available in any other 
source. The work is recommended for all 
libraries above junior high school level.

The first 20 permanent volumes and 
current volumes A, B, and C of The 
National Cyclopaedia of American Biogra- 
phy were reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin in January 1931. Current volume 
D was reviewed in April 1935. Volumes 
21 through 26 of the Permanent Series 
and the indexes were reviewed in April 
1938. Current volume E was reviewed in 
April 1939.

1892, 1894, 1903, and 1918. In the preface 
to volume 42, the publishers state that 
“this volume ... gives in its approximately 
1000 biographies detailed accounts of the 
lives of the nation’s leaders in all walks of 
life ....” The fields of business, finance, 
manufacturing, medicine, law, and politics 
seem to have the largest representation 
while those of music and sports, for exam- 
ple, have much less. 

A brief preface is the only explanatory 
matter in each volume, and articles are not 
signed. According to the publishers, arti- 
cles are based on “many types of basic 
source material,” including questionnaires 
and personal interviews, and are prepared 
in their offices. The biographies are ar- 
ranged in somewhat chronological order. 
The information in each sketch is given in 
a definite pattern as follows: full name, 
profession or field of activity, place and 
full date of birth, parents’ names and an- 
cestry, schooling, career including posi- 
tions held and achievements, membership 
in organizations, honors and awards, re- 
ligious and political affiliations, favorite 
recreations, date of marriage, names of 
wife (or husband) and children, and place 
and date of death. Articles transferred 
from the current volumes show some re- 


vision and rewriting besides the addition 
of the death date and place at the end. 
Cross-references are indicated by q.v. in 
parentheses after names in articles, but 
the appropriate Index must ‘be consulted 
to find the location of the article on the 
person mentioned. Articles vary in length 
from less than one column to several 
columns. 

The style is generally factual and objec- 
tive but still has an old-fashioned flavor 
at times (e.g., “he died without issue”). 
Although a consistent pattern is followed 
in each article and only the abbreviations 
commonly encountered in writing are 
used, the fact that even long articles are 
not divided into paragraphs makes them 
somewhat difficult to read. The informa- 
tion is not compressed as it is in Who’s 
Who in America. Each biographee’s 
achievements are described in terms 
which at least imply a favorable judgment 
of their value, and the article may include 
a brief history of the firm or industry in 
which the person was active. There are 
no quotations from other sources as in 
Current Biography and little or no men- 
tion of controversial matters. Those arti- 
cles checked with other biographical tools 
seemed accurate in their statements of 
facts. 

Three volumes in the Current Series 
have been published since volume F was 
reviewed in 1946. Like volumes E and F, 
they are bound rather than loose-leaf in 
form, and the dates of compilation are in- 
cluded in the titles. Each opens with a 
long article on the President of the United 
States, followed by sketches of the mem- 
bers of his cabinet and men appointed to 
the Supreme Court during the years cov- 
ered by the volume; after that no pattern 
of arrangement can be detected. Accord- 
ing to its preface, volume G 1943-46 gives 
special emphasis to leaders in all phases of

vealed that 54 of these can be found in 
Whos Who in America, 1960/61, and 16 
can be found in the Index of the 1960 vol- 
„ume of Current Biography. Of these 63 
names, 2 represent revisions of earlier 
articles. Some of the omissions from the 
Current Series volumes seem surprising. 
There is no article on Jonas Salk although 
the Salk vaccine program is mentioned 
under Thomas Francis. Hans von Kalten- 
_ born is included but not Edward R. Mur- 
row. The president of Ohio State Univer- 
sity is listed but neither William O'Neill 
nor Michael V. DiSalle. Other missing 
notables are Norman Cousins, L. Quincy 
Mumford, Richard Rodgers, Wernher von 
Braun, and the young senator (in 1960) 
from: Massachusetts, John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. 





The format of the volumes continues to ` 
be the same as in the past; They are stur- © 
dily bound in green buckram with gold 
lettering on the spines. The use of a heavy, 
coated paper makes a bulky volume and 
results in considerable glare. Many, but 
not all, of the articles are accompanied by 
formal portraits of the subjects, some full- 
page with “signature facsimiles” beneath, 
others set in a single column and without 
captions. There is little correlation be- 
tween the importance of the subject and 
the presence or size of a portrait. 

Since the entries in the individual vol- 
umes are not arranged in any pattern or 
order, the indexes are all-important in the 
use of The National Cyclopaedia of Amer- 
ican Biography. At the end of each volume 
of the Permanent Series there is an alpha- 
betical Index of the persons inchided in 
that volume; following each name is a 
designation of profession or field of activi- 
ty. At the end of each Current Series vol- 
ume there is a name and subject. Index 
to all volumes in the series. In addition, a 
special locked binder contains three in- 
dexes: a name and subject Index-for vol- 
umes 1-40 of the Permanent Series, a 
name-only Index for volumes 41 to 43, 
and a name and subject Index to the Cur- 
rent Series duplicating that in the latest 
volume of that series. 

When an article is transferred from the 
Current to the Permanent Series, the en- 
try for the earlier article is dropped from 
the latest Index to the Current Series. 
This also appears to be true of the articles 
which are revised in the Current Series. 
Although a feature of the set is the inclu- 
sion of many portraits, these are not men- 
tioned in the indexes. 

The topical feature of the indexes prom- 
ises more than it delivers to the user. For 
example, the subheading under each state, 
administrations of governors, does not list 
all the governors who are actually in- 
cluded in the series, Additions are ob- 
viously made to the listings under such 
headings on a regular basis but they seem 
incomplete, Many of the subject. refer- 
ences are to rather trivial items.

This new atlas is, according to the In- 
troduction, “an attempt to increase under- 
standing of the adjectives ‘developed’ and 
‘underdeveloped’ as applied to countries 
and regions of the world.” Each country 
is described in terms of its organization, 
resources, transportation, industrialization, 
and external economic relations. The de- 
scription of these elements is intended to 
provide the student with materials for the 
construction of socioeconomic profiles of 
individual countries whieh can be used as 
the basis for international comparisons. 

There is no atlas similar in purpose and 
scope with which it can be compared. It 
most closely resembles the Oxford Eco- 
nomic Atlas of the World (Oxford: Ox- 
ford Univ. Press, 1954) which was re- 
viewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
April 1955, but the latter does not attempt 
to rank countries or regions or to evaluate 
them according to level of development. 
The Oxford Economic Atlas contains many 
more maps, most of them being com- 
modity maps. 

The author of the Atlas of Economic 
Development, Norton Ginsburg, is Profes- 
sor of Geography at the University of 
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Chicago and a specialist in the geography 
of Asia. Most of the map compilation and 
cartographic drafting was done by gradu- 
ate students in the Department of Geog- 
raphy at the same university. Acknowl- 
edgment is given also to several of the 
author’s colleagues at the University of 
Chicago, among them, Bert F. Hoselitz, 
Professor of the Social Sciences, and Brian 
J. L. Berry, Assistant Professor of Geog- 
raphy. 

The atlas is divided into seven main 
sections and has in addition the Fore- 
word, an Introduction, and the conclud- 
ing chapter, Part VIJ, by Berry. A table 
of Contents follows the Foreword and lists 
the number and title of each main part 
and the number and title of each map. 

The Introduction, comprising 13 pages, 
provides the background necessary for an 
understanding of the information pre- 
sented in the atlas. It includes a discus- 
sion of the concept of economic develop- 
ment and its usual measurement in terms 
of per capita national product, of the 
geographic unit of the country as a basis 
for the compilation and analysis of data, 
and of the classification of countries into 
regions adopted for the purposes of this 
atlas. In addition the Introduction de- 
scribes in detail the methods used to pre- 
sent the data on the maps and the rela- 
tionship of maps to text, appraises the 
significance of the information presented 
in each part of the atlas, and illustrates 
the use to which the information can be 
put in the construction of country profiles. 
This background information is commu- 
nicated in a clear and well-organized 
manner, notwithstanding the complexity 
of the subject. 

‘Part VIU, Basic Patterns of Economic 
Development, offers a theory of econom‘c 
development based on a statistical analy- 


sis of the data given in the atlas. This part 
includes four maps showing the results of 
the analysis which are not listed in the 
table of Contents. 

The body of the atlas is a “complex of 
maps with legend, table, and text.” There 
are 48 black-and-white maps (one to a 
page) grouped in seven parts. All of the 
maps, with the exception of the first, 
which is a location map, show the world 
distribution by countries of a particular 
variable selected for its effectiveness in 
delineating the economic character of 
countries, regions, or societies. The vari- 
ables were chosen partly on the basis of 
suggestions made by a group of social 
scientists who attended a seminar on eco- 
nomic development at the University of 
Chicago in 1958. 

The first map is a location map showing 
the outlines of countries and of the ten 
major realms into which the countries 
were grouped for convenience in describ- 
ing the world patterns on succeeding 
maps. The realm boundaries are shown 
by a thick light gray line and country 
boundaries by a thin dotted line. Realms 
are identified on the map by name, and 
countries by means of a number explained 
in a table, facing the map, which lists the 
countries alphabetically within each of the 
major realms. This location map also 
shows population density at two levels by 
means of a color overlay; a density of 
between 25 and 250 persons to the square 
mile is shown in light red and of over 250 
in red. Areas with densities of under 25 
persons to the square mile are left blank. 
Except for the omission of realm bounda- 
ries and names and of numbers identify- 
ing countries, this same map appears as a 
base for each of the succeeding maps.

map described above and two maps show- 
ing gross national product in billions of 
dollars and in dollars per capita. Map I 
in this section, which shows national prod- 
uct per capita, was designed as a standard 
against which most of the other maps in 
the atlas should be compared, and for this 
reason it has been folded in such a way 
that it can be extended beyond the regu- 
lar pages of the atlas and compared with 
each of the other maps. 

Part I, The Population, contains six 
maps showing the distribution of certain 
population characteristics such as rate of 
growth, youthfulness, number of physi- 
cians and dentists, and diet. Part II, The 
Organization of Population, has seven 
maps relating to the employment of the 
population, its concentration in cities, and 
its educational level. Part IV, The Re- 
source Endowment, attempts to assess the 
qualities of resource endowments and po- 
tentlalities by means of seven maps relat- 
ing to land and agriculture and energy 
potentials. Part V, Accessibility, has nine 
maps showing the nature of transporta- 
tion facilities in terms of density and in- 
tensity of use. The eleven maps in Part 
VI, Technology and Industrialization, show 
patterns of consumption of steel, of en- 
ergy, and of commercial fertilizer, the 
generation of electricity, the development 
of waterpower potential, and petroleum 
refining capacity. The final map section, 
Part VU, External Relations, contains five 
maps relating to international mail flow 
and international trade. 

Accompanying each map, on the facing 
page, is a statistical table gtving the basie 
data from which the maps were compiled, 
the value and rank for individual coun- 
tries, and a commentary of about one 
thousand words which describes the lim- 
itations of the data presented and the 
characteristics of the distribution by re- 
gion and country and compares the pat- 
terns displayed on the map with those 
found on other maps in the atlas. 

The relative standing of each country 
is indicated on the map by a system of 
patterns of shading from light to dark, 
which identifies the one of six categories 


into which each country falls. 

The legend on each map contains two 
horizontal bars showing the number of. 
countries and the size of the population 
or area in each category in absolute num- 
bers and in percentages, a vertical bar 
showing the range of values of each cate- 
gory in absolute numbers and in index 
numbers, and a graph showing the rank- 
ordered countries plotted against values. 
To assist the reader in interpreting the 
legend there is a Guide to the Map Leg- 
ends on page 7 in the Introduction. 

According to the Introduction, an at- 
tempt was made to gather information 
for about 140 countries, the areas excluded 
from the compilation accounting for less 
than one per cent of the world’s popula- 
tion and total land area. Although cover- 
age is complete in only one or two cases 
no distributions were mapped unless they 
included 90 countries, except in the case 
of two crop-yield maps. Most of the data 
are for the years 1955 and 1956, although 
when figures for those years were not 
available, ones from earlier or later years 
were used. Two of the maps (V and 
XXXVI) show rate of growth over a 
period of years. 

The major source of information for 
each table and additional-sources utilized 
for individual countries are noted at the 
foot of the table. A sample check of 
figures from some of the tables against the 
major source specified, however, revealed 
some instances where the sources were 
not apparent. The date of the informa- 
tion is clearly indicated and is specified 
for individual countries where it differs 
from that of most of the countries in a 
given table. The date, or approximate 
date, is also given on the legend on each 
map unless it appears in the title, except 
in four cases, where it appears to have 
been omitted accidentally. 

Sources used in most cases were stand- 
ard statistical reference works, such as the 
United Nations Statistical Yearbook, the 
Demographic Yearbook, and the Year- 
book of International Trade Statistics.

On 
occasion the author made estimates of the 
category into which a given country falls 
for mapping purposes; such estimates are 
distinguished by a pattern of gray dots. 
They do not appear in the tables, nor 
were they used in calculating the weighted 
mean. Countries for which data were not 
available and for which estimates were not 
made appear blank on the map. 

The map base used throughout the atlas 
is drawn.on a modified Goode’s homolosine 
equal-area projection, “with large por- 
tions of the world’s oceans removed go as 
to make a more compact plate.” The scale 
of the maps is small (one inch equals ap- 
proximately 1,140 miles). Projection and 
graphic scale are printed on each map. 

"Bécause the scale is so small, the execu- 
tlon of the maps is not entirely satisfac- 
tory. The main advantage of presenting 
data in the form of maps, the possibility 
of making clear-cut and easy compari- 
sons, is reduced to some extent by poor 
legibility. Although the Introduction states 
that “a rule-of-thumb principle, ‘If you 
cannot see it on a map of this scale, don’t 
try to map it,’ was applied,” some small 
countries such as Israel and Switzerland 
are hardly visible and it is next to impos- 
sible to determine from the map exactly 
what categories they fall into. 

The system of shading also makes it 
practically impossible to see some coun- 
try outlines, and for the same reason the 
outline of the color overlay intended to 
show density of population is sometimes 
difficult to see. It would have been help- 
ful, especially in view of these difficulties, 
if the location map had been printed so 
that it could have been extended for pur- 
poses of comparison in the same manner 
as the third map was. 

The atlas is well documented, except 
for the occasional lapses in the noting of 


sources for some individual countries al- 
ready mentioned. Sources of statistics are 
cited, and there are numerous footnote 


references to studies relating to points ` 


touched on in the Introduction. 

A few errors in figures, in bibliograph- 
ical references, and in shading on the map 
were noted in the course of a sample 
check for accuracy. None of the errors 
found, however, was of a nature to distort 
seriously the picture presented, 

The format is satisfactory, with the ex- 
ception already noted concerning the first 
map. 

The Atlas of Economic Development is 
a scholarly work on a complex subject. 
Because of the limitations of the data 
available and the tentative nature of the 
theoretical framework, it is not intended 
as a‘standard work of reference. Its pur- 
pose, to provide materials for further 
study, has been mainly achieved, although 
its usefulness is somewhat impaired by 
lack of clearness in the maps. It is rec- 
ommended for college and university H- 
braries and for large public libraries,

Encyclopedia of American History. Ed. by- 
Richard B. Morris. Rev. & enl. ed. New 
York, Harper & Bros., ['¢1953, 1961]. xiv, 
840p. illus. maps: charts. tables.

A review of the first edition of Encyclo- 
pedia of American History appeared in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, October 1953. 

As in the first edition, “The aim of this 
Encyclopedia is to provide in a single 
handy volume the essential historical facts 
about American life and institutions. The 
organization is both chronological and top- 
ical. Dates, events, achievements, and per- 
sons stand out, but the text is designed to 
be read as a narrative.” —Foreword. 
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-The Encyclopedia of American History 
is edited by Richard B. Morris, Gouver- 
neur Morris Professor of History at Co- 
lumbia University. and the author and co- 
author of a number of historical works. 
His chief consultant editor is, as in the 
first edition, Henry Steele Commager, 
Professor of History and American Stud- 
ies at Amherst College and the author and 


editor of numerous works on American | 
history. The same panel of ten consultant 


editors, each one eminent in his field, who 
assisted in the preparation of the first edi- 
tion, served in the same capacity for the 
revised edition. 

The encyclopedia is divided into three 
parts: I. Basic Chronology, I. Topical 
Chronology, and III. Four Hundred No- 
table Americans. Basic Chronology deals 
with political and military events in Unit- 
ed States history. This section gives in- 
formation dating from the first human ex- 
plorers of the Americas who entered from 
northern Asia during the last Ice Age to 
the inauguration of President John F. 
Kennedy on January 20, 1961. Topics 
range in length from two to seventy-five 
pages, the history being arranged chron- 
ologically under broad subjects. No bib- 
liographies are given. Commencing with 
‘the year 1763 there is annual coverage of 
events of national significance. 


Topical Chronology, as the term implies, 


is arranged by subject. This section takes 
up the nonpolitical phases of American 
life such as population, economy, science, 
and culture. 

The third part, Four Hundred Notable 
Americans, gives short biographies of 
“Americans chosen for their outstanding 
achievements in major fields of activity.” 
According to the Foreword, “The com- 
pilation of the 400 subjects of biographical 
treatment was based on an extensive poll 
among historians and specialists in a vari- 





l ety of fields.” Because of the brevity of 


the biographies and limited. number of 
Americans included, this cannot be con-' 
sidered a strong feature of the encyclo- 
pedia. 

Preceding the biographical entries is& 
table listing the subjects of the biograph- 
ies by major activity or profession such as 
Presidents, jurists and lawyers (all placed 
together in one alphabet), statesmen, bel- 
les lettres, business leaders, and invention 
and technology. The number of biograph- 
ies covered in each field is indicated in 
the list of subjects, e.g., Educators (18), 
Architects (6), and Religious Leaders 
(16). The biographies following this table 
are arranged alphabetically by name. They 
vary in length from approximately 130 to 
500 words with the majority of those 
checked averaging 250 words. 

The information in both editions is pre- 
sented in an interesting narrative style 
yet is concise and factual. There is a good 
subject index, an important feature. in 
view of the chronological arrangement of 
historical events. Although no cross-ref- 
erences appear in the Index, page refer- 
ences to related. material are given in the 
text itself. 

Both the paper and the print are larger 
in the new edition, and the paper is 
whiter. These factors enhance its read- 
ability. Maps and charts are proportion- 
ately enlarged. The format is good; the 
volume is well bound and securely sewn. 
However, the inner margin is hardly ade- 
quate for rebinding. 

The first edition of the Encyclopedia of 
American History included events in the 
history of the United States up to and in- 
cluding President Eisenhower’s ‘preinau- 
guration trip to Korea in December, 1952. 
The new edition is expanded to include 
the intervening years. “America in a Di- 
vided World, 1953-60,” has been added to

A fair balance 
seems to have been maintained in the up- 
dating. More of note has occurred in the 
“past eight years in some fields: than in 
others, Thus, it is not surprising to find 
more material added to Science and In- 
vention than to Population and Immigra- 
tion. Leading Supreme Court Decisions 
extends through 1960. Under Music, the 
table All-time Song Hits includes one for 
1959. Poetry Trends has been added to the 
topic on literature. Theater and Motion 
Pictures has been expanded to include 
television. Some changes have been made 
in the text: for example, Peter Stuyve- 
sant’s birthdate has been revised from 1592 
- to ca. 1610. This is explained in the Fore- 
word as resulting from “the recent dis- 
covery of an affidavit in the Amsterdam 
archives.” The biographical section has 
been increased by one hundred to consist 
now of four hundred short biographies. 
The Index to the entire volume is consid- 
erably enlarged. 

The Index proved accurate in a spot 
check made on it, However, it would be 
helpful if the topic of the paragraph in 
which the reference appears were given in 
addition to the page number. Since many 
names and items indexed do not appear in 
heavy type in the body of the work, it is 
frequently. a tedious process to locate the 


nature is most reasonable. The addition 
of new material as well as the correction 
of outdated information makes the new 
edition a desirable purchase even when

The Encyclopaedia of Southern Africa is 
a new work dealing not only with the 
Republic of South Africa but also with the 
Central African Federation, South-West 
Africa, Mozambique, and the High Com- 
mission Territories of Basutoland, Swazi- 
land, and Bechuanaland. This is that part 
of Africa south of Angola, the Congo Re- 
public, and Tanganyika. 

The Foreword correctly states that there 
are nearly 5,000 articles dealing with his- 
tory, biography, literature, geography, 
geology, natural history, sports, ship- 
wrecks, cookery, local customs, and many 
other subjects in this alphabetically ar- 
ranged volume. Most articles are short, 
but substantial. They average between 
seven and eight to a page. The articles are 
clearly and economically written. 

The book’s purpose seems to be to pre~- 
sent a wide range of information about the 
region and to express it in a manner easily 
understood by the general reader. There 
is no attempt to provide an exhaustive 
treatment of any subject. In most articles 
the Republic of South Africa receives the 
major consideration, and the other terri- 
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tories are discussed at the end. For ex- 
ample, Criminal Law begins with a con- 
trast between the law in South Africa and 
that of England. Mention is then made of 
laws peculiar to the region, such as those 
against witchcraft and ritual murder. Then 
follow briefly the history and organization 
of the courts in the Republic. The article, 
which consists of 280 words, ends with 
some information on criminal law in the 
other countries of Southern Africa. 

An analysis of the 94 pages covering 
entries beginning with letters K, L, and M 
reveals that approximately 36 per cent of 
the articles are geographical, another 23 
per cent are biographical, 6 per cent are 
see references, and 35 per cent deal with 
a wide range of Africana. One learns, for 
example, about the adventures of Huberta, 
“a celebrated hippopotamus,” or that 
Patrioot Die was the first newspaper in the 
Afrikaans language. A high proportion of 
the entries are not to be found in the gen- 
eral encyclopedias or in the unabridged 
dictionaries. 

The articles are unsigned, except for 19 
of the 23 “main articles,” which are signed 
by university professors, museum direc- 
tors, and journalists. They average two 
pages each and include such titles as Afri- 
kaans—Its Origin and Development, Dia- 
mond Industry in Southern Africa, Spiders 
in Southern Africa, and Cricket in South 
Africa. Wherever facts were checked 
against another source they were found to 
be accurate and up to date. No instances 
of bias were noted. Entries such as Apar- 
theid or Paton, Alan Stewart appear to be 
treated factually and without appeal to 
emotion. 

The editor and compiler, Eric Rosenthal, 
is described in South African Who’s Who 
(Johannesburg: Donaldson, 1953) as an 
author, journalist, and broadcaster. He has 
written more than a dozen books on 


Africa, and on the dust jacket of the pres- 
ent work he is said to have written for 
The Manchester Guardian, The San Fran- 


cisco Chronicle, and the Britannica Book ° 


of the Year. 

A page of the Encyclopaedia of Southern 
Africa consists of two columns the same 
width as those of the Reader’s Digest and 
generally one line longer. The titles of the 
articles are in boldface type, and the run- 
ning heads, which show the first and last 
article on a page, are above each column 
in boldface and solid capitals. The text 
type itself is sharp and clear. The boards 
of the binding are light, and the binding 
is weak and in need of reinforcement. 
Visually the book lacks style or interest- 
ing features. The many line drawings are 
perhaps the most useful illustrative ma- 
terial, but there are limitations to what 
this type of illustration can depict. It is 
adequate to show the outline and some of 
the contours of an object, but it cannot 
show much detail or shading. . The line 
drawings are found next to the text to 
which they relate. There are also 10 color 
plates and 16 plates in black and white 
showing birds, tribal beadwork, native 
costumes, moths, trees, and cities, but they 
are inserted arbitrarily with no relation 
to the text. Furthermore, there is usually 
no reference from the text to the pictures 
or from the pictures to the text. The same 
criticism must be made of the 18 maps, 
which are small, crowded, cramped, and 
hard to read. 

The absence of an index does not ma- 
terially reduce the utility of the encyclo- 
pedia, because see references appear as 
main entries and many others within the 
articles are indicated by the abbreviation 
q.v. More serious omissions are the ab- 
sence of any indication of the pronuncia- 
tion of unfamiliar words and the lack of 
any bibliography. 
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The Encyclopaedia of Southern Africa 
\is a compilation of short, clearly written 
articles on a wide range of subjects deal- 
ing with southern Africa. Despite its flaws 
it contains much information not general- 
ly available except in specialized libraries. 
It is, therefore, recommended for public, 
high school, college, and university li- 
braries.

The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin for June 15, 1957 reviewed The 
Universal Standard Encyclopedia; Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin for January 1952 
reviewed The New Funk & Wagnalls En- 
cyclopedia, a 36-volume set from which 
The Universal Standard was abridged, and 
gave the history of previous reviews. 

The publisher’s Preface states that this 
work has “important articles of its prede- 
cessor encyclopedia rewritten, and sev- 
eral thousand lesser articles revised, with 
many new articles that have not yet ap- 
peared in any Funk & Wagnalls encyclo- 
pedia, and with hundreds of new maps and 
new illustrations reproduced by the offset 
process to improve their quality ....” As 
in previous editions, the set is designed to 
be read “by all members of a family.” 

The present work is a general encyclo- 
pedia, like its predecessors, arranged al- 
phabetically under topics representing all 
fields. Subject matter in articles examined 
in the fields of the social sciences, science, 
and the arts is presented adequately and 
in clear and simple language which should 


be readily understood by the average fam- 
ily. Articles cover both broad and specific 
subjects, and many black-and-white pho- 
tographs and drawings illustrate the text. 

Names and positions of the editorial staff 
are given as well as the names of a Con- 
sulting and Contributing Board of 230. 
Each member of the Board is identified by 
academic degrees, position, and short list 
of books published, if applicable. Among 
the recognized authorities on the Board 
are Roy Chapman Andrews, Detlev Bronk, 
Bruce Catton, David Daiches, William O. 
Douglas, Peter Freuchen, Walter Gropius, 
Melville J. Herskovits, Willy Ley, Rein- 
hold Niebuhr, Mario Pei, Harrison E. Sal- 
isbury, Glenn T. Seaborg, Allen Tate, Nor- 
man Thomas, Selman A. Waksman, and 
Viadimir Zworykin. 

A Key to Signed Articles identifies the 
initials of some four hundred authorities 
which appear at the end of some articles; 
these initials represent either an author or 
“a reviewer who has reviewed the piece 
for accuracy.” The number of signed arti- 
cles, however, appears to be quite small. 
For example, there are over 425 articles 
beginning with the letter K, and only 6 of 
these are signed. 

The articles are arranged alphabetically 
letter by letter with two columns to a 
page. Guide words at the head of each col- 
umn are aids in locating topics. No pro- 
nunciation is indicated. Cross-references 
appear within articles and at the end of 
articles, and some main entries refer to 
other places where information can be 
found. The article Crime refers to eight 
other articles. One, Guilt, is a blind refer- 
ence since there is no separate article on 
this subject. For the most part, however, 
the see and see also references are accu- 
rate and greatly facilitate the use of the 
set. There is no index. A one-page List 
of Abbreviations Used in the Text follows 
the introductory matter and the Atlas in 
the first volume and precedes the text in 
each succeeding volume. It is noted that 
official abbreviations for the States of the 
Union are used. Readers seeking abbre- 
viations for academic degrees and for ad- 
ditional units of measure are referred to 
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the articles Degree, Academic and Weights 
and Measures. “Some abbreviations which 
are self-explanatory have been omitted.” 

Funk & Wagnalls contains comparative- 
ly recent information, and many articles 
which needed revision have been revised. 
The United States article mentions the 
admission of Alaska and Hawaii, and the 
article devoted to the U.S.S.R. contains in- 
formation up through the launching of the 
multistage rocket which entered into orbit 
around the sun in January, 1959. Although 
a sentence in the Africa article refers to 
the formation of the Republic of Congo on 
June 30, 1960, no information beyond 1957 
is given in the article Belgian Congo. No 
statistics on production by state or com- 
parative statistics by country are given in 
the articles on hog, iron and steel manu- 
facture, and poultry. Production figures 
for corn are for 1954; for coal and petro- 
leum, 1956; for cotton, 1956-57; and for 
oats and wheat, production figures are as 
of the “late 1950's.” 

The 1950 census population figures gen- 
erally appear to have been used in the 
articles on cities in the United States. No 
sources for statistical data are given. 

The article American Literature shows 
evidence of revision since the criticism 
made in The Booklist and Subscription 
Books Bulletin review of June 15, 1957. 
Critical essays by Lionel Trilling and 
Edmund Wilson, fiction by Truman Capote, 
and a new volume of poetry by Archibald 
MacLeish are mentioned. AJl references 
to American drama, however, seem to 
have been removed, although a picture of 
Eugene O’Neill appears among American 
recipients of the Nobel Prize for literature. 

As in previous editions, there are no 
suggested readings or bibliographies, Ref- 
erences are made to published works in 
articles such as French Literature and 
Novel and in many biographical articles, 
such as those devoted to James Fenimore 
Cooper and Charles Dickens. 

As a means of checking comprehensive- 
ness of scope, Funk & Wagnalls was com- 
pared with Collier’s Encyclopedia (1960). 
Under the words beginning with Endy- 
mion and ending with Farrukhabad, 397 


entries (excluding cross-references) were 
counted in Funk & Wagnalls; 420 entries 
were found in Collier’s. Generally speak- 


ing, comparable entries were covered more “” 


succinctly in Funk & Wagnalls, and infor- 
mation seemed both accurate and adequate 
for the average user. 

The majority of the articles in Funk & 
Wagnalls are short, many being a para- 
graph in length, especially those identify- 
ing battles, organizations and societies, 
places, legendary characters, and persons. 
The following subjects are cited to indi- 
cate length of some of the longer articles: 
Egyptian Archeology (3 pages), Electricity 
(6), England (23), English Language (5), 
English Literature (18), Europe (41). N- 
lustrations are included in this pagination. 
In relation to the amount of information 
needed by the average family, the length 
of the articles appears to be adequate. 

A World Atlas, containing an Index of 
Maps and Countries, World Statistics, 
Tables of Political and Social Data of the 
World, Map Changes Since World War u, 
and a 16-page section of colored maps, is 
inserted at the beginning of the encyclo- 
pedic material in volume 1. The colored 
maps of continents and countries of both 
Western and Eastern Hemispheres are 
copyrighted by C. S. Hammond and Com- 
pany. The Index to the atlas has limited 
reference value since the reader is not 
given exact locations on specific maps. It 
would be quite difficult, for example, to 
find the Caroline Islands by the general 
directions given in the Index. Areas on 
the maps are lettered and numbered in 
the margins seemingly to facilitate locating 
places, but these finding aids are not used 
in the Index. More readily usable maps 
in black and white appear in the text as 
parts of articles on states, countries, and 
continents. 

Black-and-white illustrations are in or 
near the articles to which they relate. The 
photographs are clear and distinct; many 
help to make the format appealing by be- 
ing bled to the edge of the page. There are 
no plates or colored illustrations, except 
for the atlas maps and the frontispiece in 
each volume. Boldface type for article 
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headings and a clear typeface make for an 
easily read page. The binding is durable, 
, and the volumes are convenient to handle 

because of their handy size and light 
weight. 

Because of its wide coverage of informa- 
tion -in factual and clearly written, well- 
illustrated succinct articles and because of 
the convenience of its lightweight yet dur- 
able format Funk & Wagnalls Standard 
Reference Encyclopedia is recommended 
for the purpose for which it is intended, 
that is, as a brief reference set, especially 
for home and family use. It is also accept- 
able for those libraries unable to afford a 
more scholarly and detailed encyclopedia. 


The New Century Classical Handbook. Ed. 
by Catherine B. Avery; editorial con- 
sultant, Jotham Johnson. New York, 
Appleton-Century-Crofts, Inc., [e1962]. 
xiii, 1162p. illus. 26cm. roxite $15; to 
schools and libraries, 21 per cent dis- 
count. 

The purpose of this new reference work, 
as stated in the Preface, “is to provide 
convenient and detailed information on 
the Classical Age in a form that is readily 
accessible to the general reader and to the 
student.” It is perhaps unique among 
works of its kind in that its aim “is to pre- 
sent the material as it appeared to the 
ancients, rather than to apply modern in- 
terpretations. ... The emphasis is on the 
stories the ancients told each other, and 
believed in varying degrees, about people 
and places of history as well as about fig- 
ures of mythology. The theory is that the 
way they themselves saw life and the 
universe is the most potent factor in the 
enduring quality of their influence.” In 
accordance with this aim, the sources of 
much of the historical information in the 
handbook are indicated by such phrases as 
“Pausanias says,” “according to Plutarch,” 
and “according to Herodotus.” More spe- 
cific sources of information are indicated 
in many of the articles on literary or my- 
thological figures by the use of such 
phrases as “In the Iliad,” “In Homeric 
legend (Odyssey),” and “In the Aeneid.” 
There are no bibliographies. 


The editor, Catherine B. Avery, is revi- 
sion editor of New Century Dictionary of 
the English Language (New York: Apple- 
ton, 1959). The editorial consultant, 
Jotham Jobnson, has had a distinguished 
career as teacher, director of archaeologi- 
cal expeditions, Fulbright scholar, and 
editor of and contributor to many archae- 
ological journals. From 1948 to 1958 he 
was chairman of the Department of Class- 
ics of Washington Square College of New 
York University, and since 1958 he has 
been head of the all-university Depart- 
ment of Classics at New York University. 
In the Preface, the editor states that Dr. 
Johnson, “assisted by Professors Abraham 
Holtz and Philip Mayerson of New York 
University, has read the manuscript for 
historical accuracy, verified and, where 
necessary, corrected or supplied spellings 
and pronunciations. Those articles to 
which their initials are appended have 
been composed or substantially revised by 
Professors Johnson, Holtz, and Mayerson.” 
Of a total of 202 short articles bearing 
initials, Dr. Johnson was responsible for 
192, Professor Holtz for 8, and Professor 
Mayerson for 2. 

The period from Greek prehistory to the 
death of Nero in 68 aD. is covered by more 
than six thousand entries, ranging in 
length from two lines (Croceatas, Ephy- 
raea, Thero) to eight and one half pages 
describing the exploits of Heracles. “The 
entries range over the fields of archae- 
ology, architecture, art, geography, history, 
literature, mythology, philosophy, religion 
and science” and include biographies, re- 
tellings of myths, definitions of technical 
terms (abacus, stoa, triglyph), identifica- 
tion of geographical names and archaeo- 
logical sites, descriptions of works of art, 
survey articles on broad topics such as 
Drama, Greek Religion, and Roman Reli- 
gion and detailed summaries of the Iliad, 
the Odyssey, the Aeneid, and of all the 
extant plays of Aeschylus, Sophocles, and 
Euripides. The terminal date of 68 a.p». has 
been kept sufficiently flexible to permit 
the inclusion of some later Roman persons 
and events having a particular association 
with the preceding period. Egyptian and 
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Near Eastern rulers and deities (Cleo- 
patra, Osiris, Cyrus, Mithra) are included 
if they were related to the classical world. 

Since the handbook is intended for the 
general reader as well as the student, the 
articles are written in a popular style, and 
those on mythological topics are particu- 
larly lively in tone. Some attempt at 
critical evaluation of literary figures is 
indicated by such phrases as “Greatest of 
the Greek lyric poets” (Pindar), “most 
celebrated of the Greek poets” (Euri- 
pides), and “The work of Sophocles was 
considered the very perfection of tragedy.” 

Because the Romans adopted many of 
the Greek gods and heroes with very little 
change, the fuller account of these figures 
appears under the Greek name, the briefer 
entry under the Latin name being little 
more than an indication of its origin in 
Roman mythology and the Greek figure 
with whom it is identified. Many articles 
include lists of the epithets and attributes 
of the various figures. Since each charac- 
ter involved in a myth is treated in a sep- 
arate entry, there is considerable repeti- 
tion of material, but each article brings out 
a different aspect of the narrative and 
does not merely reiterate the same words. 
An index would have brought together all 
the various references to a person or sub- 
ject. 

Although emphasizing the point of view 
of the ancients, the handbook does men- 
tion recent developments in the field of 
classical studies, as for example the 1958 
excavations at Brauron, a 1959 edition of 
the Dyscolus of Menander, and Michael 
Ventris’ decipherment of Linear B in 1952. 

The arrangement of the entries is al- 
phabetical, letter by letter. Pronunciation 
is indicated in parentheses following the 
entry, and a key to the symbols used ap- 
pears at the foot of the pages. An anglicized 
pronunciation is given, no attempt be- 
ing made to reproduce the Greek or Latin 
sound; for example, Cecrops (sé’krops); 
Helvetii (hel-vé-shi-1). Pronunciation is 
indicated only the first time the entry ap- 
pears. “When, as sometimes happens, the 
same name is shared by a mythological 
figure, a historical figure, and a place, the 


-entry for the mythological figure is given / 


first, for the historical figure next, and for, 


any other subject of the same name last. j 


Dates distinguish historical from mytho- 
logical figures.” Variant spellings and 
modern names are given in brackets fol- 
lowing the entry; for example, Nauplia 
[Also: Nafplion, Nauplion, Navplion.]; 
Callipolis [Modern names, Gelibolu, Gal- 
lipoli.]. In most cases, cross-references are 
made from the variants to the entry used. 
Additional cross-references would have 
been useful in the case of Greek words 
which are transliterated sometimes with a 
c, sometimes with a k; for example, Cnos- 
sus (Knossus), crater (krater), cantharus 
(kantharus). There are many q.v. refer- 
ences to names mentioned in the articles, 
but more would have been helpful. 

Illustrations include line drawings in 
the text, photographs, and end-paper 
maps. The Preface states that 64 of the 114 
line drawings were made especially for 
this volume. There are some details of ar- 
chitecture and sculpture, but most of these 
drawings are representations of myth- 
ological figures derived from Greek vase 
paintings. This form of art lends itself 
particularly well to this type of reproduc- 
tion, since these paintings consist of line 
and areas of flat tone, and although neces- 
sarily somewhat simplified in the redraw- 
ing, these illustrations give a vivid impres- 
sion of the ancients’ own concepts of their 
deities and heroes and the attributes pe- 
culiar to them, thus tying in with the edi- 
tor’s purpose of presenting the material as 
it appeared to the ancients. These draw- 
ings are included in the articles they are 
intended to illustrate, but they are not 
referred to in other articles of which they 
may be equally good illustrations. For ex- 
ample, in the article Demeter, there is re- 
produced an Eleusinian votive relief. This 
relief is described in the article Eleusis, 
Bas-relief of, but there is no reference to 
this illustration. Ground plans of such 
complexes as the sacred precincts at Del- 
phi and Olympia and the palace of Minos 
at Cnossus would have been helpful; their 
arrangement is difficult to visualize from 
verbal descriptions. 
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\ The 24 pages of photographs, arranged 


` 


\ in six groups throughout the volume, fur- 


ther carry out the editor’s purpose by em- 
phasizing such minor arts as vases, coins, 
gems, and seals, which of course more 
nearly approximate their ancient appear- 
ance than do the architectural and sculp- 
tural remains. The photographs of vases 
aid the reader in visualizing the motifs of 
the line drawings in their original context. 
There are no text references to the photo- 
graphic illustrations, but there is a list of 
them on pages ix-xiii. 

The end-paper maps represent The 
Greek World, with Greek Cities in Asia 
Minor, Magna Graecia and Sicily-425 B.C., 
and The Roman Republic, 264 B.c. and the 
Roman Empire, c117 AD. 

The volume is sturdily and attractively 


-bound in black roxite with gold stamping. 


It is smyth sewed, and the first and last 
signatures are muslin reinforced. The en- 
tries appear in boldface, and the hanging 
indention of the articles adds to the clarity 
with which the entries stand out. The first 


‘and last entries on each double-column 


page are used as running heads. Text 
margins are adequate, but many of the 
photographs are bled to the edges of the 
pages. 

Two standard works comparable in 
scope to The New Century Classical 
Handbook are the Oxford Classical Dic- 
tionary (Oxford: Clarendon Press, 1949) 
and Harper’s Dictionary of Classical Liter- 
ature and Antiquities (New York: Harper, 
1897). The Oxford Classical Dictionary is 
the most scholarly of the three works, 
having signed articles and bibliographies, 
many long survey articles, and no illus- 
trations. Harper’s Dictionary, edited by 
Harry Thurston Peck of Columbia Univer- 
sity, is intended to provide concise and 
intelligible information to the student of 
classical antiquities. It contains many 
short articles, bibliographies, and some 
1,500 illustrations, including maps. Al- 
though Winchell characterizes this as a 
“popular” work, it is certainly much less 
lively in tone than the handbook. The 
greater part of the biographical, geograph- 
ical, and archaeological material in Har- 


per’s Dictionary is based on the work of 
Sir William Smith, and the Oxford Classi- 
cal Dictionary is “designed to cover the 
same ground, though on a different scale, 
as the well-known dictionary by Sir Wil- 
liam Smith.” As Winchell points out, ‘the 
various editions, reprints, and abridg- 
ments of Smith’s Dictionary of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities remain standard 
sources of information in this field, al- 
though now out of date for topics affected 
by recent research. All of the foregoing 
works emphasize facts which have been 
definitely established by research, rather 
than the ideas of the ancients. The New 
Century Classical Handbook updates some 
of this material and presents it from a 
different viewpoint but can in no sense be 
considered a substitute for these more 
comprehensive older works. 

The New Century Classical Handbook 
brings together in attractive and readily 
accessible form a significant body of ma- 
terial on the classical world, presented in 
a stimulating and lucid manner. It is rec- 
ommended for purchase.

Amid lush vegetation and brightly colored 
butterflies men tap the huge trees, collect the 
liquid la and dry it over smoky fires, eat 
with their ilies, dance far into the night, 
and the next day roll their “biscuits” of rub- 
ber to a riverboat and on to market. Chil- 
dren are shown playing and doing chores, 
women winnow and meals, 
families wash clothes and bathe in the river. 
The film was made in Bolivia, 2,500 miles up 
the Amazon River on the Beni tributary; the 
outstanding photography by Francis Thomp-~ 
son and an 7 appropriate musical score by Nor- 
man Lloyd ne Forrell, and Louis Horst 
give a vivid ression of hot climate, tropi- 
cal beauty, and work combined with en- 
joyment of simple pleasures.

Murrow, John Wayne, Frank Lowell 
Thomas, and Helen Hayes outline the basic 
differences between communism and democ- 
racy. They explain this great conflict of our 
time as a total competition between two 
powerful adversaries, presenting an authentic 
picture of American traditio: values but a 
slightly distorted view of Soviet attitudes. 
On the whole, however, there is good balance 
between the two. The commentary accom- 
ponies views of aspects of American life: a 

uty contest, a popular dance, a ball-game 
crowd, a rodeo, and Presidential nominating 
conventions. The discussion of such concepts 
as individual liberty is illustrated by scenes 
of the Gettysburg battlefield, the statue at 
Concord Bridge, Mount Rushmore, and others 
with an emotional appeal to patriotism.

The days of Whisky Gap. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: McGraw-

This nostalgic view of pioneer life on Cana- 
da’s western frontier stresses the role of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police (at that 
time Northwest Mounted Police) in maintain- 
ing an orderly development of the west. 
Interest is immediately engaged with the 
opening shots of the “wild west” stereotype: 
dance halls, cowboys and Indians, and gun 
duels. There are views of early settlements 
such as Stand Off, Whoop Up, and Whisky 
Gap; now deserted and forgotten ghost towns. 
Old drawings, lithographs, and photographs 
capture the mood of the time. Interspersed 
with the varied visual materials are inter- 
views with old-timers who were a part of 
this historic period: a one-hundred-three- 
year-old man who was a scout for the Moun- 
ties and shows scars from Indian arrow 
wounds, a woman who lived through the 
dangers and privations of frontier life with 
fortitude, and others. Their reminiscences 
lend a warmly human appeal of eyewitness 
accounts of history but contribute less factual 
information than might be desirable. Com- 
parisons are made between Canada’s rela- 
tively orderly opening of the west and the 
wild lawlessness of the U.S. westward move- 
ment, when such corrupting influences as 
whisky trading provoked the Indians to 
violence. Attempts to spread these evils to 
Canada were stopped at the border by the 
courageous efforts of the Mounties, who in- 
sisted on enforcing the law on whites and 
Indians alike. A less effective attempt than 
City of gold (Booxzisr 55:290, F 1 59) to do 
for the Canadian Mounted Police what the 
earlier film did for the miners, the present 
subject does succeed in giving a rich impres- 
sion of the mood and spirit of its time.

A remarkable account of the three-month- 
long eruption of Kilauea Volcano in Hawaii, 
filmed by scientists of the Geological Sur- 
vey’s Hawaiian Volcano Observatory and the 
oh a and naturalists at Hawail National 
Park, The eruption started in November, 
1959; after a month of comparative calm a 
second eruption, which ended in February, 
1960, destroyed an evacuated town site and 


2,500 acres of land. This document of these 
two outbreaks contains ctacular shots of 
lava fountaining out of the summit, accom- 
anied by the actual sounds. The narrator 
fists facts about the eruption, such as height 
of the lava fountains, intensity of the hea 
and rate of movement, while an anima 
sequence explains how volcanoes grow. Gen- 
eral audiences, as well as scientists and pho- 
tographers, will ond to the excitement 
and breath-taking otography.

The nature and uses of fire and its impor- 
tance to civilization are here given clear and 
well-organized presentation. Animation and 
simple experiments effectively illustrate basia 
concepts such as how fuel burns, oxidation, 
kindling temperature, and spontaneous com- 
bustion. Designed for use with students in 
the middle grades and junior high school and 
correlated with the “Health science series” 
by Herman and Nina Schneider, this is also 
an exceptionally interesting film for adults 
as well as scientifically minded children in a 
nonschool setting. 


Japan harvests the sea. Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions, Educational Film Division, 477 
Madison Ave., N.Y. 22.

Under the title Ama girls this film won the 
Academy Award for short aE In its 
present form, Japan harvests sea deals 
less with these diving girls than with the 
daily life of the people of a Contemporan y 
Japanese fishing village. A day in life 
of one family (probably not a A hartge ible 
one, as it owns a large fishing t) illus- 
trates the routine of the community. The 
typical occupations of fishing—net mending, 
boatbuilding, preparation of fish—are shown 
as they are performed and as they are re- 
flected in school work, in artistic appreciation, 
and after-school play. The Ama girls dive for 
a variety of seaweed which is rich in iodine 
and an important supplement to the nation’s 
diet. The seaweed is dried and pounded to 
remove impurities, then baled and weighed 
before being sent to industrial centers for 
rocessing. Some rather trite and superfluous 
os and the unvaried voice of the narrator 
are minor flaws in a beautifully photographed, 
informative presentation with appeal for gen- 
eral audiences.

Norman McLaren here forsakes his world of 
inspired doodles and moves closer to the 
mainstream of modern abstract painting. 
Horizontal lines move up and down the 
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screen with geometric precision against a 
background of changing color and in time to 
“the changing tempo and mood of the music. 
The screen seems to bend and turn before 
the eyes but without the violent explosions 
which marked some of McLaren’s earlier 
works, notably Fiddle de dee (Booxtisr 47: 26, 
S 1 50). Here all is under the cool, precise 
control of the artist, yet there is warmth in 
the varied rhythmic patterns of the lines and 
in the use of colors—even McLaren’s blues 
have warmth. Special appeal lies in the 
evocative music, which ranges from rugged 
to plaintive and suggests wind, rain, and the 
seashore. It may, in fact, be a weakness that 
the music is too “easy” in contrast to the 
highly intellectualized ‘visual content. Re- 
garded as MclLaren’s best abstract film to 
date, the work has received many European 
festival awards. A stimulating experience for 
the senses, the film is also of interest as an 
example of the art of animation. It is rec- 
ommended for collections which include ex- 
perimental and avant-garde films. 


Sit-in. N.B.C. “White paper” series. Dis- 
tributor: McGraw-Hill Text~-Films, 330 W.

Chet Huntley explores the integration issue 
in Nashville, Tennessee, to illustrate the prob- 
lem as it pervades the South. Newsreel clips 
of the actual lumch-counter incidents and 
retrospective interviews with participants 
present a comprehensive picture of Nash- 
ville’s step-by-step progress in meeting its 
integration problem. The film focuses on the 
events of May 10, 1962, when Negro customers 
sat at lunch counters in six downtown stores. 
In skillfully edited interviews, various reac- 
tions to the events and attitudes held a year 
later are presented by merchants, store clerks, 
community leaders, and Negro students. Dig- 
nified persistence on the one hand, violent 
opposition on the other, and reluctant accept- 
ance in between are vividly communicated in 
superior reporting of a vital social issue. One 
startling scene is that of Negro students at a 
workshop rehearsing for the ordeal they will 
have to Sader when they sit at white lunch 
counters. Audience identification is high as 
this document supplies a deep insight into 
the Negro’s feelings about his status and his 
methods for improving it. The film has been 
used in training sessions for groups planning 
similar demonstrations. Interracial agencies 
and churches could use it in programs on 
civil rights and intergroup relations. 


Sunday on the river. Lyrics sung by 
George Tipton of the Inkspots. Gordon 
Hitchens and Ken Resnick. Distributor:

This social document with strong lyrical 
qualities shows Negroes from Harlem on an 
-excursion boat trip up the Hudson River. It 
effectively conveys the exuberant vitality and 
zest for pleasure in these Sunday tourists of 
all ages who seek relaxation and escape from 


cramped city quarters by playing and pic- 
nicking in the country. Gradually, the mo- 
notonous greyness of city existence gives way 
to the clear air-washed greenness of the park. 
The treeless, unshadowed streets, gravel al- 
leys, and rubble-filled city lots are replaced 
by jungle-jim-equipped play areas. And 
most importent luxury of all, there is room 
for harassed hum to achieve some pri- 
vacy. The park is filled with athletic ac- 
tivity, dancing, singing, and sheer joyous ex- 
pending of energy. Negro spirituals and folk 
songs complement the theme with symbolic 
meaning and take the place of narration. The 
sensitivity with which the camera has fol- 
lowed the moods of the people could classify 
this as an art film, but it is equally useful as 
a presentation of the universality of peoples. 
Chosen to represent the U.S. at Venice and 
other foreign film festivals, it deserves to be 
widely shown and enjoyed in the U.S. itself. 


A tour of the White House with Mrs. John 
F. Kennedy. C.B.S. News. Distributor:

In the company of C.B.S. News correspondent 
Charles Collingwood, Mrs. Kennedy conducts 
the most extensive public tour ever made of 
the Presidential mansion. Her narrative of 
the building’s history, from planning stages 
through changes and restorations, illustrated 
by old engravings and photographs, intro- 
duces this film transcription from video tape. 
The First Lady then shows the first floor 
public rooms, ealling attention to the splendor 
of the present mansion and to the historic 
furniture, paintings, and other objects given 
or leaned to the White House since her com- 
mittee began work one year before. Her gra- 
cious manner, impeccable pronunciation, and 
informative anecdotes about former Presidents 
give a sense of history and of the continuity 
of the American tradition. The Lincoln Room 
and the Monroe Cabinet Room on the second 
floor, rarely shown publicly, form the settin; 
for the final scenes. In the latter, clutte: 
with broken antiques and in process of re- 
decoration, President Kennedy talks of the 
significance of his wife’s project to make the 
White House a national monument by re- 
decorating with furnishings from various pe- 
riods of the country’s early history. Of m-

The area which is now Yugoslavia has at 
times played a key role in the affairs of 
Europe. In the late Middle Ages it was the 
center of a Byzantine cultural and artistic 
renaissance. Its defeat by the Turks in the 
late fourteenth century enabled the Saracens 
to penetrate deeply into Eastern Europe to 
the very gates of Vienna. In this century, 
the assassination of the Archduke Ferdinand 
at Sarajevo was the spark which kindled 
World War 1, and Tito’s break with Stalin 
after World War u posed a threat to world 
peace. Now Julien Bryan comes forward with 
an informative film which can serve as a 
primer on this little-known country for adults 
and mature teen-agers. The country’s turbu- 
lent history noted above is compresed into an 
opening sequence of brilliant animation, dis- 
solving smoothly and logically into live pho- 
tography. From a view of Tito at work, the 
documentary camera proceeds to picture the 
land and the people of modern Yugoslavia, 
with Bryan commenting on reactions to Tito’s 
regime: his attempts to nationalize agricul- 
ture and industry, to control the three major 
religions, to influence education, and in gen- 
eral to make Yugoslavia a unified communist 
nation. The best of Bryan’s recent area sur- 
veys, this is a thoughtful, balanced presenta- 
tion with a fine musical score using folk- 
music motifs.

The Golden Encyclopedia of Art is 
essentially a lavish picture book contain- 
ing 650 illustrations of which almost one 
half are in color. According to the Intro- 
duction, “the author has attempted to 
show the development and growth of var- 
ious art forms, from their earliest concep- 
tion in the mind of primitive man up to 
the technical virtuosity and esoteric crea- 
tions of twentieth century works.” Two 
hundred fifty-five pages are allotted for 
this purpose, and the whole span of the 
history of art is sketched by periods, 
countries, and movements in 23 separate 
chapters, each one devoted to a national 
art or to a chronological division of art 
history. Of these 255 pages, 64 are devoted 
to full-page and double-page illustrations, 
almost all of them in color, and since the 
greater part of each of the remaining 
pages is also taken up with illustrations, 
the textual matter, which is largely a dis- 
cussion of the illustrations, is very brief 
and intended for the general reader. 
Venetian Renaissance, for example, is 
treated in about seventeen hundred 
words. 
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The author is the wife of Dr. Alfred 
Frankfurter, the noted art critic and 


editor of Art News. After graduating 


from Smith College in 1949, she spent the 
following year at the University of Paris 
on a Fulbright grant. Since then, she has 
been associate editor of Art News from 
1952 to 1956 and managing editor of Art 
News Annual from 1956 to 1959. She has 
also contributed articles to Perspectives 
USA and Horizon magazines. 

The publisher states that The Golden 
Encyclopedia of Art is meant to be a fam- 
ily book. The language is reasonably free 
of specialized art terminology and, con- 
sidering the wide field to be covered, the 
meaning is clear. However, the exposition 
is so cursory and lacking in detail that it 
would have little meaning for the reader 
not already informed in art history. 

Two glossaries compiled by an unidenti- 
fied “team of experts” are included. The 
first one is a Glossary of Art Terms. It is 
inadequate for reference purposes and 
even fails to list the terms used in the text 
itself. For example, Impressionism is 
mentioned on pages 217, 223, 226, and 236 
but is not entered in the glossary. Dlumi- 
nated manuscripts are mentioned, and an 
illustration from the Book of Kells 
appears on page 110, but the glossary con- 
tains no entry under illuminated manu- 
scripts, illustrated manuscripts, or manu- 
scripts. Under Book Illustration, an ex- 
planation of illuminated manuscripts is 
given, but there are no references to lead 
the reader to this entry. This glossary 
contains many names of works of art, of 
buildings, and of places, most of which can 
be found in standard encyclopedias. The 
space sacrificed to include geographical 
names might better have been devoted to 
more complete coverage of art terms, since 
only 13 pages are accorded this section. 

The second glossary, called a Glossary 


of Artists, includes only Western artists. 
Although chapters are devoted to China, 
Japan, India, and Indonesia, no Oriental 
artist is listed by name. Nor are all the 
Western artists, even when included in 
the main text, given entries. For example, - 
the work of Giovanni di Paolo is dis- 
cussed on page 131 and illustrated with a 
reproduction of his “Expulsion,” yet no 
entry can be found for this artist in the 
glossary. In the chapter on Byzantine art, 
Andrei Rublev is described as the “great- 
est master” of the art of icon painting, 
but his name does not appear in the 
glossary. Nor does the Index contain an 
entry for Rublev, although an illustration 
“Old Testament Trinity” appears on page 
69. When listed, the information for the 
artist includes dates, country of birth, and 
an informal sketch of his life and work 
ranging in length from about 50 to 75 
words. 

Most of the Index entries are to illus- 
trations and are listed under the name of 
the artist, except in the case of anonymous 
works, which are entered under title. 
Since cross-references as well as many 
important subjects are lacking, it is not 
very helpful. There are entries for nation- 
al arts (Japanese Art; Japanese Archi- 
tecture), some periods in art (Pre-Colum- 
bian Art and Architecture), and a few 
styles in art (Baroque Art and Architec- 
ture; Renaissance Art), but again, Im- 
pressionism is not listed. Another strange 
omission is the name of Michelangelo, 
who is credited with six illustrations in 
the main part of the book. 

At the end of the book are two com- 
parative chronological charts of art pe- 
riods, but they are too brief to be of value 
and at times are inaccurate and mislead- 
ing. For the period from 1300 to 1950, for 
example, only nine styles are charted in 
seven geographical areas, again excluding 
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the Orient. Looking at the chart, one 
-might be led to believe that the cultures 
of the Maya, Inca, and Aztec tribes of 
Latin America were a part of the Gothic 
tradition. And since Abstraction is the 
only style given for the period from 1900 
to 1950 and Bellows (1882-1925) is listed 
in this period, one could be led to believe 
that George Bellows was an abstraction- 
ist. Joseph Albers, listed in the Glossary 
of Artists as a German artist, now teach- 
ing at Yale University, is listed under the 
Low Countries. 

Many cases of inconsistency in the form 
of name entries can be cited and since 
there are no cross-references, the result is 
confusion. Claude Lorrain is listed under 
Gellée in the glossary,.with no reference 
from Claude or Lorrain, but under Lor- 
rain in the Index. Mies van der Rohe is 
listed in the Comparative Chronology as 
Van der Rohe (1886- ), but in the 
Glossary of Artists under Mies van der 
Rohe. De Chirico is listed in the Index 
under De Chirico but with no reference 
from Chirico. This time the same form 
appears in the glossary, but out of alpha- 
betical order, following the entry for 
André Derain. 

Except for the list of picture credits, 
which is totally inadequate because the 
information is too brief or lacking, the 
book contains no documentation, and 
there is no bibliography. 

The chief merit of The Golden Encyclo- 
pedia of Art is in its illustrations. Al- 
though many of’ the reproductions can be 
found in histories of art such as Gardner, 
Art through the Ages (New York: Har- 
court, 1959), it is unusual to find so many 
reproductions in color representing all 
forms of art in a single book. The paper 
is of good quality, and the makeup of the 
book is pleasing. In the trade edition ex- 
amined for review, the binding does not 
seem sturdy enough for such a heavy 
book. It is of paper-covered boards held 
by thin cloth on the spine with no added 
reinforcing at the inside juncture. No De- 
luxe Goldencraft edition was examined. 

In view of its many defects, The Golden 
Encyclopedia of Art is not recommended 
for reference purposes. The text is too 
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brief to be valuable for information, and 
the omissions, inconsistencies, and inac- 
curacies found in the glossaries, chrono- 
logical charts, and index seriously impair 
its usefulness.

managing. editors and four consultants, 
there are listed some 90 contributors. 
Among these are political scientists Fred- 
erick C. Barghoorn and Alfred G. Meyer, 
historians John M. Thompson, Hans Kohn, 
and Robert V. Daniels, economists Hol- 
land Hunter and Lynn Turgeon, scientists 
John: Turkevich, Nicholas Efremov, and 
Leon Trilling, correspondent Harrison E. 
Salisbury, and spéctdlists in the humani- 
ties Peter H. Juviler, George L. Kline, 
and Peter E. Yershov. The editor has 
achieved the “high level of scholarship” 
he sets as his goal in the preface. 

There can be little doubt that this is 
a comprehensive single-volume work. The 
list of Principal Entries consists of some 
128 major articles. Among them are Agri- 
culture, Alcoholism, Automation, Climate, 
Concentration Camps, Domestic Trade, 
Education, Electronics, Genetics, Invest- 
ment, Languages, Medical System, Na- 
tional Income and Product, Painting, 
Physics, Rocketry, Social Insurance, and 
Urban Housing. 

In addition there are many more brief 
biographical entries, place-name entries, 
and articles on topics and events. 

A count of articles in the letters G-H 
showed the following proportions among 
entries: major articles, 4 per cent; bio- 
graphical, 65 per cent; geographical, 20 
per cent; other, 11 per cent. 

Of equal importance with comprehen- 
siveness in a single-volume work such as 
this is the balance maintained between 
pre- and post-revolutionary events in a 
given field. In general, a good balance has 
been maintained. For example, the arti- 
cle on Russian history is divided into 
two segments. History, Pre-revolution- 
ary briefly surveys historical speculation 
about Russian origins in ancient times but 
begins its chronological narrative with 
the emergence of the Kievan state late 
in the tenth century. This survey covers 
some ten pages. The narrative of the 
Soviet era occupies some nine pages. 
Similar balance is seen in such diverse 
topics as Orthodox Church, Ballet, Medi- 
cine and Medical Science, and Theater. 
It was noted that Stalin covers about two 


columns, Lenin about two and a half col- 
umns, Trotsky about two columns, Khrush- . 
chev about one and a fourth columns, 
Catherine II, the Great about one and a 
fourth columns and Peter the Great about 
one and a half columns. 

Yet there is an occasional curious im- 
balance. Psychology, Wages and Salaries, 
and Female Labor pay. little or no atten- 


‘tion to pre-revolutionary events. How- 


ever, there are comparatively few such 
instances, 

An attempt was made to check the text 
for evidence of bias. With encouraging 
frequency there are passages such as this 
final paragraph from Statistics: “On the 
whole it is safe to believe that published 
Soviet statistical material is reliable as 
far as data of physical terms are con- 
cerned. A sufficient dose of caution, on 
the other hand, is justified in respect to 
index numbers, especially where interna- 
tional comparison is attempted with those 
obtained in different conventions, defini- 
tions, and methods.” 

All major articles and some shorter 
ones are signed with initials. Authors can 
be identified by reference to a table pro- 
vided in the preliminary pages. A count 
in the R section indicated about ten per 
cent of the total are initialed. Entries are 
arranged in alphabetical order using the 
word-by-~word method. 

Very recent developments are adequate- 
ly covered. The turmoil in Russian liter- 
ary circles during the late 1950’s is de- 
scribed. Events in the Russian musical 
world of the 1950’s are chronicled. The 
death of Russian rocketeer Marshal Ned- 
elin in October, 1960 is recorded as is the 
statistic for tourism in Russia in 1960. 
There is a biographical article on Yury 
Gagarin. Current statistics on all aspects 
of Russian life are also provided including 
the returns of the official 1959 census. 
Equal emphasis has been given to signifi- 
cant events and statistics of the past 
which illuminate the present. 

The usefulness of the volume is evident 
from the foregoing. There is no other sim- 
ilar English-language publication where 
brief readable summaries of such worka- 
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day topics as Horsebreeding, Housing 
Regulations, Moving Pictures, Sports, and 
` similar topics may be- found. The large 
number of place-name and personal-name 
entries referred to above greatly increases 
its usefulness. The longer special articles 
have already been described. 

There is no index. See and see also ref- 
erences are freely used, however. With 
minor exceptions, this device worked well 
when tested. 

In his Preface Dr. Florinsky states that 
“systems of transliteration are many: but 
none possess real intrinsic value.” He has 
used the system of the American Geologi- 
cal Institute Translation Center which in 
turn is adopted from the recommendations 
of the U.S. Board on Geographic Names. 
Pronunciation is sided by the use of ac- 
cent marks on Russian names when they 
appear in the titles of entries. 

The longer articles have bibliographies 
appended. These consist of English-lan- 
guage materials only. In all instances ex- 
amined, from one to half a dozen titles 
were listed. Generally these books or arti- 
cles were published within the past two 
decades, with the majority appearing in 
the 1950’s. Economic Atlas of the Soviet 
Union (Ann Arbor: Univ. of Michigan 
Press, 1960) was cited in one such list. 

Tllustrations and visualizations are not 
emphasized in this work, yet they are 
useful when supplied. There are only two 
colored maps. These have been inserted 
between pages 48 and 49 for no apparent 
reason, One is a physical map, the other 
a political map of the U.S.S.R. All other 
maps, portraits, and illustrations are black 
and white; generally they are small and 
cannot be used for detail. The portraits 
are cuts not much larger than a commem- 
orative U.S. postage stamp, but they are 
clear, The maps of the individual repub- 
lies varying in size from two and a half 
inches square to a half-page are useful 
only for broader outlines and major land- 
marks, though some are unclear because 
they are so small.

The article on each of the 
republics in the U.S.S.R. is accompanied 
by a small black-and-white reproduction 
of the republic’s seal. 


Occasionally the text is enlivened by a 
good chart or other visual device. Tabula- 
tions of statistics. occasionally inserted in- 
to the text of articles are sometimes ac- 
companied by a footnote about the source. 
Illustrated end papers are not used which 
is surprising in view of their potential 
value in a reference volume such as this. 

The book has been printed on a sub- 
stantial paper of antique finish. Two col- 
umns of type are used on a page measuring 
8% x 10% inches. The margins are ade- 
quate. Typography and composition are 
excellent. Bound in green cloth, the vol- 
ume is well sewn and without reinforce- 
ments. It will need rebinding sooner than 
would be the case if a binding suitable to 
its size, weight, and probable use had 
been employed. On the whole, however, 
it is a well-constructed volume. 

Edited and written in a responsible 
manner by recognized specialists, Mc- 
Graw-Hill Encyclopedia of Russia and 
the Soviet Union provides broad coverage 
of historical and contemporary develop- 
ments in all areas of general interest. The 
text is supplemented by useful statistics 
and illustrative materials within the limi- 
tations noted. The bibliographies are se- 
lective and current.
